PERHAPS the most complete answer that the Prime MINISTER 
could have given to the press agitation which has been carried on 
with such a scrupulous disregard of truth during the last few days 
is to be found in the appointment of the Honourable W. ORMsBY 
GORE to the Under-Secretaryship of the Colonial Department which 
is responsible for Palestine Administration. Mr. ORMSBY 
Gore has for years been an earnest advocate of Zionist policy, 


and was largely instrumental in spreading the propaganda 
that was derived to the credit.and prestige of Great Britain 


from the Balfour Declaration. The author of that Declaration 
was not slow to see, as his observations in Edinburgh on 
Wednesday show, that the acceptance by Mr, OrnmMsBY Gore of the 
Colonial Under-Secretaryship could be taken as clear indication that 
Mr. Bonar LAW does not favour a policy of “ scuttling out 


of any obligations undertaken by the British Empire,” as 
it was so well put by Mr. LIONEL De RorifscsiLp, O.B.E. 
In another column we answer in general terms some of 


the allegations that have been made concerning the incidence, so 
far as the British taxpayer goes, of the creation -in 
Palestine of a Jewish National Home. A comparison of the facts 
we give with the statements that have been issued by newspapers 
that deem themselves worthy exponents of British journalism, will 
show the extent to which those statements are dependent upon 
malice or ignorance—or both. For our part, we are not in the least 
surprised that Mr. OrnMsBy Gore has been able to become a member 
of Mr. Bonar LAw’s Government, and in particular to take the otlice 
that has been assigned to him. It is inconceivable that the 
Government should contemplate backing out of the responsibilities 
it has undertaken in regard to Palestine. Objection has been taken 
«when if has been stated thatthe Mandate is in the nature of a Treaty, 
which it would be unthinkable for this country to tear up merely 
because she found it inconvenient, or at the bidding of her 
yellow press. But at least the Mandate is in the nature of an 
international arrangement, and upon Great Britain’s accep- 


-fance of it many, in every country the world over, have acted 


with reliance upon her bona fides. Close upon four millions of 
money has, through the Zionist World Organisation alone, been 
sent into Palestine on the understanding that Great Britain was to be 
Mandatory Power. Even more serious is the case of the thousands 
of pioneers who have gone into Palestine, sure in the promise that 


England was to administer the country for the purpose of creating — 


there a Jewish National Home. In prestige and in power this country 
must lose heavily, must lose ruinously, in comparison with which 
the slight cost entailed upon her by her acceptance of the Palestine 
Mandate. is the: merest: flea bite, if England should be induced, as 
‘she is being urged by such organs as the Daily Hapress and the Daily 


British policy in Palestine may, as is pointed out elsewhere, 
encourage and assist, or it may retard and obstruct Zionist work. 
But. whatever may be determined in regard to it, Zionism will go 
on. The movement of the Jew towards Palestine for the purpose of 
re-establishing his national being will proceed. ‘The impetus it 
received from the Balfour Declaration no. chauge of policy can 
wholly undo. 


Nailing an Untruth. 

Tuk Joint Press Committee, under the Chairmanship of Lord 
ROTHSCHILD, is to be congratulated upon the full and complete 
exposure of the untruth that was circulated some months ago 
concerning the part played by Jews in the disturbances that occurred 
in the South African Rand. In a letter to the Times, which. we 
reprint in another column, Lord RorTHscHiLp shows how the story 
sent to that journal by its Sonth African Correspondent was as full 
of mis-statements as is an egg with meat. It is quite true that the 
dementi is somewhat belated, but that is;no fault of the Committee's. 
Ii takes time to investigate a story of the sort, especially when the 
scene of it is so far away. In any case, far better late than never. 
The misfortune, er, with ail these matters is that the untrath 
having being given « start, it is diflicalt, if not impossible, for truth 
to overtake it.

young lad described as the son of one of the ministers at their head, 
and there were photographed on Yom Kippur. It is clearly the 
duty of the Chief Rabbi and his ecclesiastical assessors to impose 
upon Synagogues under their spiritual control a proper public 
observance of the tenets of our faith, and to restrain the disposition 
that has been shown in the instances referred to, to flout and 
ignore them. 


The O.Z.E. 


‘THESE initial letters indicate a great organisation which has been 
working im Russia for the last ten years, and the purposes of which 
are explained in some detail by a correspondent elsewhere in our 
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columns this week. The object of the Organisation is to preserve 
the health of the Jews who come under its mgis, and to tend to 
the physical well-being of Jewish children. It has organised 
all kinds of medical institutions such as hospitals of all sorts, 
sanatoria, dispensaries, as well as sanitary efforts for disinfec- 
tion and isolation, together with feeding centres, where the 
medicine most needed is food. ‘There has, alas, been a wide 
and ample field for the operations of this health organisation 
during the years in which it has been in existence, and now its 
activities are more urgent than ever. For famine is abroad 
throughout the land. In its train it brings the direst of diseases 
and all the illnesses with which this: organisation seeks to 
grapple. It will be observed that some leading Jewish medical men 
in London. including among them such well known names as 
those of Drs. A. GAsTeR. GoopMAN Levy, L. MANDEL, and J. BURNFORD 
have urged the War Victims’ Fund to give help to the work of the 
0. Z. E. These gentlemen doultiess see, what a moment's considera- 
tion will make apparent to all, that the labours which the Organisation 
performs in Eastern Europe are of the greatest value to the health and 
well-being of Jewish Communities everywhere. Apart, however, 
from this somewhat selfish or individualised view, such good work 
as the Organisation does for the sorely stricken masses of our people 
in Russia and the Ukraine deserves the utmost encouragement and 
support. 


Mr. Solomon J. Solomon's Coronation Picture.

Yesterday at the Royal Society of British Artists, Suffolk Street,

on the occasion of the Coronation of the King and Queen, was formally 
presented tothe Lord Mayor. 

The presentation was made by Lady \Vezey Strong (wife of the Lord 
Mayor then in office), who said that the picture was originally begun in 
1911 by Mr. John Bacon, A.R.A., at the request of Mr. John Wanamaker, 
of New York. This artist, however. died soon after, and.in June, 1914, 
Mr. Solomon J. Solomon, R.A., undertook to Complete the picture. Certain 
technical difficulties arose, and Mr. Solomon found it preferable to start 
on a fresh canvas, and almost immediately afterwards, in consequence of 
the war, the picture was abandoned. It was only last year on the advice 
of Sir Alfred Temple that the picture was again resumed. 

Lady Strong pointed out the difficulties with which the artist had 
had to contend, as many of the guests at the luncheon had since died, 
She congratulated Mr. Solomon on the manner in which he overcame the 
difficulties. 

In accepting the picture. the Lord Mayor said it was an his‘orical 
record of which he and the Corporation were very proud. lt was the 
only one of its kind at the Guildhall. 

Mr. Solomons was formally thanked and congratulated on his achieve: 
ment, as well as for his work as President of the Society. 

Apart from the question of technical diffiloulties, the artist has been 
very successful in avoiding the usual conventional and uninteresting 
treatment of a picture of this size and character. The portraits are very 
fine and the composition is artistic and imposing. The tréatment of the 
lights and colours of the stained-glass windows of the Guildhall is nothing 
short ofatriumph. ‘The picture includes, besides those of the King and 
Queen, many individual portraits of distinguished people,

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Renouncing the Ministry.

By Mentor. 


HE letter which was read at the last meeting of the Council 

of Jews’ College, addressed by a dissatisfied student to 
the learned Principal, can, so far as concerns the definite 

decision come to by the writer of it, be dismissed with a 

very few words. I hope that the author of the document has done 
himself no little injustice in writing it. I hope he is a great deal 
better, nobler, and with higher notions than he has made himself 
appear. For what he wrote to Dr. Biichler strikes me as being 
redolent of all the characteristics of an utter prig. His inordinate 
regard of his own importance, and his immodest estimate of the 
niche he ought to fill in the economy of the world, must have 
seemed laughable to those who ignored this tragedy of perverted 


egoism. They must appear tragic to those who—and doubtless with 


much justification—think it no laughing matter that a young man 
should be burdened with the mentality revealed by the student in 
question. Mr. Jacques Cohen is not the first who has entered Jews’ 
College with the intention of becoming a Minister of religion, and 
has found, as time went on, another vocation more attractive to him, 
He is by no means the first man who has been forced to 
revise the early ambitions of his youth in accordance with his 
experiences of adolescence. But it must have been seldom that any 
young man has emerged from the days of immaturity so completely 
unblessed, as Mr. Cohen appears to be, with even a glimmering 
sense of humour. His renunciation of the ministry is made with 
all the pompous ostentation—and consistency—of one who had 
advertised his having condescended to make a great sacrifice for the 
sake of the world, and then had determined to withdraw from his 
intentions because the kudos he was likely to gain struck him as 
insufficient. There is a famous story told by Rudyard Kipling 
about a certain officers’ mess pet, an animal that, after mani- 
festing much docility for along time, became furious because ruffled, 
and of whom his.master declared, I always thought he had too 
much ego in his cosmos.’ [I am sorely afraid that, judging from 
the letter which he sent to Dr. Bichler, Mr. Cohen always had too 
much ego in his cosmos to become a worthy Jewish minister. Still, 
there is this to be said for him; his original intentions far exceeded 
in excellence those of the average youth, and he has been induced 
honestly to state his position. At that, and with that to his credit, 
we can well let him pass out of the portals of Queen Square House. 


A Prevalent Sentiment. 


But we cannot even at that leave altogether Mr. Cohen's letter, 
because although its sentiments were repudiated by so able an 
exponent of ministerial ideas as the Rev. J. F. Stern, and although 
the Rey. Ephraim Levine, in the resolution which he moved, and 
succeeded in getting carried, expressed his aversion from the posi- 
tion taken up by Mr. Cohen, yet it is impossible to believe that the 
attitude which Mr. Cohen took towards the Ministry was due 
entirely to his own inherent disposition. No one who knows the 
Anglo-Jewish Ministry can doubt that it had been encouraged and 
instigated by the point of view of their relation to the community 
that prevails if not entirely, then largely throughout our Ministry, 
Let us see then why Mr. Cohen renounces the Ministry. He tells 
us that in his own view he was admirably fitted to become a 
Jewish minister, and certainly if half the commendation which he 
renders to himself had been rendered by one competent to judge, I 
should be inclined to agree with him. Why, then, did Mr. Cohen 
refuse to allow this remarkable ego whom he pictures to us to enter 
the Anglo-Jewish Ministry? He tells usthat itis because the vocation 
of the Minister being financially not satisfactory, there can be 
tolerable compensation only if respect and reverence are accorded 
by the community. 

As he puts it, the man who becomes a Minister makes 
a sacrifice because the financial results of his career are 
certain to be moderate. And, according to Mr. Cohen, the only 
thing that will induce such a man to make the “sacrifice” is 
respect and reverence as Minister from his Congregation. Well, 
this view seems to me to reduce the pulpit to the level of the 
wardens’ box. It is the typical warden who is willing to make the 
sacrifice involved in public responsibility, on condition that what 
Mr. Cohen calls respect and reverence rendered in the form that the 
warden requiresthem, shall be his compensation. Surely the Minister 
ought to have a higher ideal and the Ministry ought to have a higher 
idea of its position. I believe that is so in large part, and | believe 
that when the Ministry has it gains the respect of the members of the 
congregation, of which ministers are the spiritual guides. I believe 
such ministers gain more; I believe that they gain the love and the 
devotion of their congregation. Mr. Cohen believes otherwise. He 
thinks that when a minister has secured the respect, the devotion, 
and the love of his congregation, he must necessarily be “ flagrantly 
insincere and obnoxiously hypocritical.’ He believes that the 
Minister obtains the sympathy of members only “by insidious 
flatterings and by preaching beautiful sermons,” which he does nof 
practise; while those who are sincere get nothing but contempt, 
If they are hard-working, they are openly insulted by their wardens, 


If they are earnest, then every action of theirs is criticised and 
over-ruled by incapable Boards of Management. Thus does Mr, 
Cohen look awry at the minister's career: and his words would not 
be worth a moments consideration were it not that I know, as you 
know. that Mr. Cohen, in writing his egregious letter to Dr. Buchler, 
but made himself the medium of expressing a sentiment which, 
unfortunately, is much too prevalent in the Anglo-Jewish Ministry. 


The Root of the Trouble. 


The mischief clearly is. and it is made plain by Mr. Cohen's letter, 
that so many Ministers start out imbued with the notion that in 
adopting their career theyaremakingagreatsacritice. It follows that 
they come to think themselves entitled to compensation, and they look 
for it not in reward for the manner in which they carry out their 
duties, or forthe efficiency they bring to the performance of theiroflfice, 
or for the earnestness which they throw into their work. No; they 
have made a sacri!ice, as they suppose, and the compensation is theirs 
by right for having made it. without any further effort or labour on 
their part. Now, this idea that in adopting the ministerial career a 
young man makes a sacrifice of his life is, it occurs to me; at the root 
of allthe trouble at Jews College. It is the reason why the College at 
this moment has no more than seven or eight students. It is a big 
thing to ask a man, even a young man, even a boy, to make 
a sacrifice of his life: and when the ministerial career is 
placed before a youth as a sacrifice. 1, for one. should hesitate to 
blame him if he refused to make it. But the point is that, far from 
its being a sacrifice, the ministerial career properly envisaged is a 
privilege and a glory. It is something which a young man with 
great ambitions set in right relation to every other life considera- 
tion should find ample for their gratification. What could be more 
glorious than the oftice which the minister undertakes’ Heisa 
teacher of men, to a great extent a moulder of theirlives. He attunes 
their souls, their thoughts are of his making. He is of all who 
constitute the congregation of which he is the chief member, in 
a peculiar sense in the service of God. The grime and the drabness 
that others of the congregation are forced to encounter for their 
livelihood, he escapes. such trouble, such sorrow, such anxiety, and 
such disappointment as he has to endure, are constantly sweetened 
and ought to be always lightened, by the knowledge that he is 
enduring them not for any material gain, -but for some great 


purpose which his Master in Heaven has given him to pursue, 


There is no need for me toamplify this point. The difference 
between every other vocation and that of the spiritual guide of a 
Congregation, the difference between every otber calling and that of 
the Minister is, or should be, enormous. For the lev erage in all others 
is a material aspiration, and the leverage in the ministerial vocation 
is spiritual. There is no profession of which, to the extent of that

: get on, just as “drift” is written on the man who is 
i ©in a rut’ and has neither the will nor the initiative to 
; get out of it. The young business worker who has had 
specialized training starts with.a distinct advantage.

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of the Minister, this can be said, although many other professions 
share the non-material ideals of the Minister of religion. To a 
certain extent no man is worthy of his profession who employs it 
and follows it with any other object than love of what good he can 
do by means of it. But there is no other profession than that of 
Minister of religion in which this is wholly and entirely the case. 
And this is accentuated, if anything, in the case of the Jewish 
Minister. because the demand of his profession is of his life— 
every hour, every moment, in the service of God he gives himself to 
His people and upholds His will on earth. The man who does not 
think that the opportunity for such a career isa privilege and who 
deems it a sacrifice, is ipso facto unfitted for the office, which, if he 
entered it. he would never adorn. And the most anxious thought 
that arises from Mr. Cohen's letter can be put in a few words. 
It is sad to think that Jews’ College, after having had this young 
man under its care for four years, should have so educated him that 
during the following two years, instead of realising more and more 
the glory of the profession he had chosen, he should brood upon the 
sacrifice he was bound to make in determining to enter ib. 


The Big Soul. 


The man who regards the Jewish Ministry as every aspirant to 
the Jewish Ministry should, as a proud privilege, must, of course, 
cast off every grain of selfish sensitiveness in deference to the 
great purposes and the great objects to be obtained, of which 
it gives the opportunity. How otherwise, pray, can he be a 
true Minister of religion? How otherwise can he be truly a 
Rabbi, in the sense that a Rabbi is a Minister whose standard 
of learning justifies his proud Jewish title? The very purpose 
of his Ministry is first and foremost to beat out of those under 
his spiritual control selfishness, the protoplasmic germ of all 
that is vicious and wrong in the composition of human beings. 
An English poet once wrote the line: “ He who rules o’er free men 
should himself be free.”’. and Dr. Johnson parodied it by 
the words: “ He who drives fat oxen should himself be fat.” But 
even Dr. Johnson would have found it difficult to lampoon or satirise 
the sentiment that the man who sets himself up to eliminate selfish. 
ness and pettiness, meanness of spirit and that miserable short 
temper which shows itself in vicious touchiness, should himself be 
free of those unamiable qualities. He must in short be a man with 
a big soul, and Mr. Cohen envisages the Ministry as the refuge of 
those of very little soul indeed. Here, for instance, we find as a 
sort of explanation of Mr. Cohen's resolution to renounce the 
Ministry, a kind of targum upon his letter, Dayan Lazarus assuring 
us that presumably the last straw that weighed with Mr. Cohen was 
the fact that some members of a certain congregation walked out 
ofthe Synagogue as the minister ascended the pulpit to preach. It 
was a rude act, damnmably rude! It was vulgar and showed an 
uncouth upbringing. 

But there are two things to be said about that incident, 
which it would seem finally decided Mr: Cohen: The first 
is that if a young man with the chances he had through six 
years of training to become a Jewish Minister witnessed such 
behaviour, it should not have bad the effect of determining him 
to scuttle out of the College and throw up the sponge. It should 
have fired bim all the more with zeal and spirit to become a Minister, 
80 as to eradicate from Jews such disrespect to and disregard 
of what is due by them in the sacred precincts of God's house. And 
there is this other thought. Mr. Cohen is impressed to the extent of 
renouncing the high privilege of becoming a Jewish Minister, because 
Bomeone showed disparagement towards a Minister by walking 
out of the Synagogue when he was about to preach. I confess ‘I 
should have been much more struck with the spiritual capacity of 
Mr. Cohen to become a Jewish Minister if he had told his uncle, 
the worthy Dayan, that he had been brought to that point of 
desperation by observing, as I am quite sure he must often 
have observed, congregants entering the Synagogue long. after 
the beginning of the service or leaving it long before its 
conclusion, or—and again he must frequently. have noticed 
it—congregants noisily marching oub of Synagogue in the 
midst of some solemn invocation to the Almighty! There is 
the difference. Mr. Cohen is afflicted to the point of renouncing 


the ministry as a life career by an act of indignity towards the 


minister. An insult to God, repeated, 1 am sure, in his presence 
times without number, affects him not at all in comparison! And 
this—I stress the thought again—is the result of six years of 
training at Jews’ College! 

The letter of renunciation sent by Mr. Cohen to Dr. Biichler can, 
so far as the document itself is concerned, be dismissed and-for. 
gotten. But the community, or those who think of the commrunity’s 
future in its religious aspects, must read into the plea which Mr, 
Cohen made for the decision to which he came an ominous warning, 
They must realise that just what Mr. Cohen feels about the ministry 
is a sentiment by no means absent from many of our ministers, and 
must thus see why it is that the synagogue is failingto attraet. as 
the word goes; congregations to its worship. Perhaps the contem. 
plation of it may help them to understand why Jews’ College fails to 
attract young men to its training for the ministry, and some reasons 
at least why the religious condition of our people in this country is 
from certain points of view as unsatisfactory as those who look at 
it with unblinkered eyes must acknowledge it to be,

The death occurred last Saturday, at his residence in St. John's Wood, 
of Mr. John Lewis Nathan, a well-known figure in the theatrical and 
artistic world of London. The deceased was the head of the firm of

came into contact with the late Sir Henry Irving, with whom, as was 
almost every other great actor of modern times, he was personally 
acquainted.

A TRIBUTE. 


As one who was mnuch in his confidence I had the opportunity, over a 
period of many years, of forming a reliable estimate of his character. I 
know —not from him—of the almost furtive manner in which his many 
acts of charity were performed. When he was asked to subscribe for the 
purpose of helping anybody his invariable question was: “ How much do 
you want from me’ and he gave, not desiring or waiting forthanks. If he 
suffered an injustice he offered no complaint, but referred to it only from 
the aspect of a student of psychology. I speak of whatI know. As one 
whose family has been in this country for several generations “ Jack ” 
Nathan was a Jew by religion, and English to the core. His three sons 
volunteered the first week of the war, and one of their first acts was (the 
Honorable Artillery Company being short of horses) to commandeer those 
belonging to their father, who told the story with much giee. A sweet, 
gentle, simple-souled gentleman, utterly incapable of thinking an unkind 
thought, has gone, and we and the world are the poorer for his departure,

THE “SCUTTLE” 


UNTRUTHS EXPOSED. 


SHOULD ANY JEW BE A CANDIDATE? 


A prominent feature of the present election campaign is the agitation 
that is being carried on, mainly by the Dai/y epress, the Daily Jacl, and 
such papers, urging that england should resign the Mandate for Palestine, 
and, in the choice language insistently used by the Daily Lepres:, should 
“clear out” of that country. The policy thus advocated involves, it will 
be seen, very serious international questions, inasmuch as England holde 
the Mandate under the League of Nations and in agreement with all the 
Vowers. But the agitation, as carried on by the papers named, has been 
backed up by the most unscrupulous and untrue statements in reference 
to the Palestine Mandate. Day after day the public has been told that 
the Mandate is held by Great Britain only for the purpose of establishing 
in Palestine a National Home for the Jews, and that in order to build this 

‘Home the tax-payers of this country are being heavily malcted. 

The Daily Express, under the inspiration of its proprictor, Lord 
»Beaverbrook, better known, at least in Canada. his birtwviace, as 
‘William Maxwell Aitken, exceeded even itself by publishings°a farrago 
nonsense iast Saturday under a big-typed heading, which cailed 

attention to “The Mystery of Chaim "—Chaim being Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann. The implication was that by some esoteric means this 
‘famous chemist had managed to “dope” Mr. Balfour and to hold in 
thrall) the Foreign Office. As it happens that the administration of 
Palestine is now under the Colonial OMice, and according to the Daily 
Kepress Dr. Weizmann’s mysterious powers had only got as far as the 
Foreign Office, there is some hcpe left for Great Britain! 

Anyone who knows the least bit about the Zionist Movement, or about 
the Zionist policy which Great Britain, with the coneurrence of the 
Powers, has instituted in Palestine, will be able to dismiss the nonsense 
printed in the Duily Evpress, especially, but in the other papers, as well 
as the veriest trash, born of ignorance or manufactured out of malice. 
Unbappily, there are thousands of the electorate who know nothing about 
the «juestion, and who take what they seein the newspapers mentioned 
as fact. Unhappily, too, there are some who, though obviously equally 
ignorant, think themselves fitted to become Members of Parliament, and are 
viacing themselves before the electors as candidates. In more than one 
instance there ara references in candidates’ addresses to the Palestine 
question which exhibit the most abysmal! ignorance of the whole position. 
it is useless to reply to these statements individually, but they can be best 


answered by saying: 
IT IS UNTRUE 
that the Administration of Palestine costs the taxpayers of 
this country a single halfpenny. The whole cost of the 
Administration of Palestine is borne by the inhabitants of 
the country. 


IT IS UNTRUE 
that the taxpayers in this country have contributed a 
single halfpenny to the establishment in Palestine of a 
Jewish National Home. All expenditure for Jewish werk in 
Palestine has been and is being paid by Jews voluntarily. 

As a matter of fact, since the issue of the Balour 
Declaration, close upon £4,000,000 has been expended 
in Palestine through the agency of the Zionist World 
Organisation alone. And although this expenditure has 
been devoted directly in the main to specifically Jewish 
purposes, all inhabitants of Palestine, irrespective of race or 
creed, as well as the country in general, have necessarily 
benefited from this expenditure. 

IT UNTRUE 
that this country is maintaining a large military expenditure 
in consequence of the Zionist policy in Palestine. The 
troops that are there would have to be paid, precisely as they 
are paid now, if they were withdrawn, because being troops of 
a regular army they could not be disbanded and would have 
to be paid wherever they might be stationed. 
IT IS UNTRUE 
that the army is being maintained in Palestine for the 
protection of Jews. Asa matter of fact, it is being main. 
tained there, as British garrisons are maintained in other 
parts of the Empire, to keep order and'to repress any revolt 
against British rule. 
It UNTRUE 
‘that the ‘Zionist ‘Movement in Palestine involves: the 
expropriation of the «Arab wopulation. There is room in 


things right. 


Palestine for a great Jewish immigration without disturbing f 


the present possessions of the Arabs. 
IT IS UNTRUE 


that there is any real enmity or any cause for contention ‘i 


‘between Arabs and Jews. 

The Arab agitation, so called, is an artificial one, 
manufactured by those who are opposed to British rule 
in Palestine and those who would wish to undermine British 
influence in the East. The Arabs who have joined in the agita- 
tion have almost entirely been recruited from or induced by the 
Effendi class, who wish to regain the harsh and unconscion- 
able powers over the lives and property of the Arab populace 
(the Fellaheen), on which they battened under the system of 
Turkish Government which was put an end to by Lord 


Allenby’s victory. 
IT IS UNTRUE 
that the Jewish immigrants who have gone into Palestine 
since the Balfour Declaration comprise, as has been stated, 
the worst elements of the Russian and Polish Ghettos. On 
the contrary, the pioneers ‘(/Tu/uzim) are as a class young 


‘men and women of high culture and irreproachable character, 


who have frequently, at terrible personal sacrifice, deter- 
mined to go to Palestine. in order there relying upon 
Great Britain's promise, to help in building up the Jewish 
National Home.

that the Zionist Movement depends for its existence upon 
the policy of the British Government.

Mr. Churchill. 


In the course of an election manifesto, the Right Hon, Winston 
Churchill made the following statement 

It is suggested that I have aspecia! responsibility for our commitments 
in Mesopotamia andin Palestine, and that the leaders of the new Govern. 
ment are free from such responsibility. 

Such a suggestion is the exact contrary to the truth. Mr. Bonar 
Law and Lord Curz »n were both members of the War Cabinet when these 
commitments were entered into. I was not a member of the War 
Cabinet, but only serving in a qaasi-techuical position uader it, 

By a constitutional innovation which was accepted at that time the 
whole responsibility for policy was reserved to and monop slised by the 
War Cabinet. I cameinto this Middle Eastern business eff -ctively only 
at the beginning of 1921. At that time the joint expenditare on 
Mesopotamia and Palestine was nearly forty-five millions a year, and 
Lord Curzon exercised a general control over the whole sphere of the 
Middle East. 

The Cabinet transferred these responsibilities from him to me, and in 
the period which has intervened I have succeeded itn reducing the 
expenditure from its former level of £45,090 000, ticst to thirty, then to 
eleven in the present year. and all my plans were made to reduce it to 
ander six next year, 

That is my part, and my only part. of the affairs of Mesopotamia and 
Palestine. 

If it is now decided by Mr. Bonar Law and Lord Curzon to break the 
promises and repudiate the ob igatioas entered into oa behalf of this 
country, they will be repudiating their owo promises and their own 
obligations. and not mine. But I do not think they will do anything of 
the sort. 


The Labour Party. 

The Labour Party in thiscountry has always recognised in the Zionist 
Movement a striving for democratic justice. A distinguished member of 
that Party, Col. Wedgwood, has recently been touring the United States 
on behalf of the Palestine | oundation lund, and has had to return to 
England sooner than he anticipated in consequence of the General 
Election. Col. Wedgwood, it will be remembered, was a speaker at 
the Albert Halil meeting addressed by Mr. Balfour. To the Jewish 
Correspondence Bureau, Mr. Arthur Henderson, Secretary to the British 
Labour Party, made the following statement : | 

The British Labour Party bas no sympathy with those who 
would abandon the responsibilities in Palestine which the British 

Government voluntarily assamed before the whole world, and which 

have been defieed in the Mandate recently endorsed by the British 

Government. The Labour Party believes that the responsibilities of 

the British people in Palestine should be fulfilled to the utmoat of 

their power. It believes that these responsibilities may be fulfilled 


so as to ensure the economic prosperity, political autonomy and 
spiritual freedom of both the Jews and the Arabs in Palestine. 


Women's Policy. 


The National Political League, a Woman's Organisation, tas 
issued an Election Manifesto in the course of which it says: | 


British pledges to give independence and protection to the 

_ Arab peoples have been broken, notably in Palestine, where our 
Government is unjustly forcing an alien Zionist domination upon 
an unwilling people. The League of Nations, in craoting the

tions rest. Zionist aspirations caanot be realised against the righta 
of anether race, and no hope cf gain should bias British policy 
where justice is concerned.

W. Ormsby-Gore to the Under-Secretaryship of the Colonies is one that 
meets with general approval, and itis particularly gratifying to Jews that 
this able politician, who has shown so much sympathy towards Jewish 
aspirations in the Land of Israel, should be responsible in the House of 
Commons for the Department concerned in the affairs of Palestine. Mr, 
Ormsby-Gore has earned his promotion by years of service in which he 
has been at pains to gain first-hand knowledge of Eastern and Colonial 


affairs. He is a Liberal-minded Conservative, popular in all parts of the 
ae for his abilities, his personal charm, and his great sense of 
airne:s.

The East End and Mr. Lloyd George. 


[iy Our Fast End Correspondent.) 


The political dowaful of Me. Lioyd George is very much deplored by 
the Jews in the Hast Hid. It is the loss of his p»wer that is keen!y 
regretted, rather than the collapse of the Coalition Government. Most 
Jews in the Hast Ead take a lively interest in political questions, and, in 
common with the rest of the couotry, did not look with much favour 
upon a Government cor posed of men belonging to different schools of 
politics. A shatnes Goveret ent was regarded by most Jews as bad as a 
chatnes garmeut which is prohibited to the Jews. But that Mr, 
George should have been forced to resign is not only regrtted but 
resented. Apart from the fact that he is liked as a man with liberal 
inclinations and admired {w bis cleverness, most Jews saw in him a 
staunch friend of the Jewish people. It is for this reason that Jews 
abroad, particularly in astern Europe, express genuine serrow at his 
downfall, for they had alwys looked to the ex- Premier to use his influence 
against all kinds of oppressivn in different couotries. True he was not 
alwavs successful in his endeavours, but the mere knowledge by some of 
the Gevernmen's of the amaliler States that Lioyd Georce was on the 
side of the oppressed was extremely helpful to Jews. | 

The fact that Mr. Lioyd George had some Jews in his ministry is not 
lost sight of, but weighs much less with the average Jew than Mr. Lloyd 
George's sympathy and support with Jewish national aspirations and the 
endeavours «{ bis Government to give some practical expressions of that 
sympathy. Jews will never forget that it wae under his 1+ gime that the 
Balfour Declaration was given, and that, but for bisown sympathy and his 
imaginativeness, even the statesm«nship of Lord Balfour might not have 
succeeded in carrying through the policy embodied in that Declaration. 

Apart from the regret at Mr. Lioyd George «loss of power, considerable 
apprehension was also fc't that a change of Government might imply a 
change of policy with regard to Palestine, and that the new Government 
might contain reactionary elements which would have an adverse effect on 
Jewish interests ia general, particalarly in the countries where Jews aro 
dependent upon the good inflaences of the British Government. It was, 
therefore, with great relief that Jewsin the East Ead learned that the 
change of government would not involve a change of policy in Palestine. 
That encourages the hope that the new Government will also continue 
the old tradition of exercising its influence on behalf of the Jews in those 
countries where such influence is needed. , 


THE DAILY CHRONICLE. 


“A Student of Politics,” the mom de plume of a distinguished non. 
Jewish writer, in his Diary of the Election contributed to last Tuesday's 
Daily Chronicle, said 

The struggle betweon the Die-hards and the Conservatives pure 
and simple ia the party has already began, and Lord Beaverbrook is 
doing his best to make it turn on the immediate evacuation of Palestine 
and Mesopotamia. The number of Conservatives who are really 
anxious to turn our pledgesin these countries into scraps of ps» per bas 
been very much exaggerated, but, however small their numbers, they 
are capable of doing very great mischief; and at the bottom of their 
agitation for the evacuation of Palestine there is a coarse grain of 
anti-Semitism, which is anathema to all Liberals. and also to the 
followers of the gehuine Conservative tradition. 

Palestine alone of the territories taken over during the war is 
already paying the cost of its own civil administration. The cost of 
the Mandate is two millions (it will be a million and a-half next year) 
on account of the British garrison there. When it is remembered 
that these troops, wherever they were stationed, would have to be paid 
for, only that fraction of this amount can properly |e debited to 
Palestine, which represents the difference between the cost of 
mainteaance there aud anywhere eise. Further if there were no 
‘question of a Jewish “national home,” troops would still Lave to be 
kept for the protection of the Suez Canal, and with Palestine in our 
Mandate we could afford to withdraw our troops from Egypt and 
make Jerusalem the base for the protection of the Canal, instead of 
Cairo. The debit on Palestine would really amount to nothing at all. 

On the other hand, the assets are enormous. To hold the position 
as guardian of an international movement like Zionism is a great 
advantage for this country, especially in the United States. To 
abandon our position under circumstances which would be represented, 
and not unjastly so, as a breach of trust, would make us deadly 
enemies all over the world. The Foreign Office realises all this, and 
that is why Mr. Bonar Law is holding out against Lord Beaverbrook. 

In any case it is ridiculous to suppose that we can kill Zionism, 
It has been in existence nearly 2,000 years, and will last for another 
2,000. The ouly issue is whether it is to be friendly to this couatry 
and co-operate with us in our imperial task, or whether itis to be 
unfriendiy to us, and to make friends with others. If Lord Beaver. 
brook does not want its friendship, we fear there are plenty of others 
who would be glad to be in our place. 


PALESTINE. 


The last issue of FPales(ine, the organ of the British Palestine 
Committee, whigh “seeks to reset the ancient glories of the Jewish 
nation in the freedom of a new British dominion in Palestine,” contained 
an article answering the “ scuttle” policy, in the course of which it said: 

Palestine has from the fiest insisted that the grant of a 

Jewish national home in Palestine was not a mere gesture of 

sentiment on the part of Great Britain towards the Jews, but was 

also an act of service to British interests in the Kast. We invaded 

Palestine and Mesopotamia because we had no alternative. Had 

the War been prolonged, and the German resources not broken 

down, a serious attack would have been developed by Germany, 
both against India and against Egypt, The attack on India 
would have gone by way of Mesopotamia, and the attack on 

Egypt would have been directed through Palestine, and would have 

interrupted the main artery of our communication with the Empire 

in the Last. What was possible in the past may be possible in the 
future to any Power which, like Germany, happens to be both 
friendiy with the Turks and unfriendly to us, and in proportion as 

Turkey returns to her old strength, that danger becomes more real. 

And the lesson of the past war is that any Power unfriendly to usin the 

future will attack us in the Hast, where we are chiefly vulnerable. 

The British answer during the war to the Turco-German con. 

bination was two-fold. First, we made it our business to raise up a 

new Arab nation to take the place vacated by Turkey as the buffer 

between the European system and the British Empire in the Hast. 

King Feisal’s dominion in Mesopotamia is the embodiment of this

The Work of the Ica. 


THE MANDATE FOR THE LAND OF ISRAEL. 


A meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held 
last Sunday at the Great Western Hotel. There were present: 

Mr. O. E. D’AVIGDOR GOLDSMID, President, in the chair, Lady Lewis, Mra. 
F. 8. Franklin, Miss Nettie Adier, L.C.C., J.P., Messrs. Frank D. Benjamin, 
H. 8. 9 Henriques, K.C., Coleman P. Hyman, Harry Kahn, H. M. Kisch, C 8.1L 
(President of the Bristol Branch), Harry R. Lewis, Lionel Lowy, J. Prag, J.P., 
Philip E. H. Samuel (delegate of the Cambridgé Branch), Selim Samuel, I. 
Seligman, Oswald John Simon, M. A. Spielman, and A. Tarlo. 


The PRESIDENT, in moving a vote of condolence with the family of 


the late Mrs. H. L. Bischoffsheim, said that she had been Vice-President 
of the Ladies’ Committee and had taken an effectual interest in the work 
of the Association, of which both she and her late husband had been 


generous supporters. In her they had lost a real friend and valuable 
adviser. 


The PRESIDENT moved a vote of congratulation to Sir Philip Magnus 
on his 80th birthday. He said that Sir Philip and Mr. Isaac Seligman 
were the only surviving members of the original Council. It was a great 
satisfaction to them that Sir Philip was still in full vigour and able to 
attend Council meetings. His wisdom and experience were of great 
value to the Association. The vote was carried by acclamation. 


Joint Foreign Committee. 


The following report of the Joint Foreign Committee was submitted : 

A meeting of this Committee was held at 60,Old Broad Street, on October 
25th. Mr. O. E. d’A.igdor Goldsmid was in the chair. 

THE THIRD ASSEMBLY OF THE LEAGUE oF NaTiIons.—The Secretary 
presented his report on his mission to Geneva in connection with the meeting 
of the Third Assembly of the League of Nations. The report reviews the 
questions of Jewish interest and the Jewish aspects of other political questions 
which came before the Assembly. The results obtained are as follows: 

1. The procedure for dealing with infractions of the Minorities Treaties 
was amplified by giving power to the Council! te.settle by informa! mediation 
minor differences which may arise between the Minorities and their Govern- 
ments. It was farther recommended that the staff of the Minorities Section of 
the Secretariat should be strengthened and the budget of the section propor- 
increased. 

2. Petitions relative to the misinterpretation of Article 80 of the Treaty of 
St. Germain were addressed to the Assembly by the Joint Foreign Committee 
and the Alliance Israclite with the result that friendly consultations took place 
between Mr. Wolfand the Austrian Delegation, and it was agreed that certain 
proposals oo forward by the Joint Foreign Committee for the settlement of the 
question should be submitted to the Austrain Cabinet. 


8. On the question of the admission of Hungary to membership of the. 


League of Nations a memorandum was addressed to the Assembly by the Joint 
Foreign Committee asking that assurances in regard to the treatment of 
Minorities should be exacted from Hungary. This was done, and su uently 
Count Banffy, the head of the Hungarian Delegation, gave Mr. Wolf further 
detailed assurances in regard to the treatment of the Jews and the application 
of the Numerus Clansus.”’ 

4. The Joint Foreign Committe further memorialised the Assembly in 
regard to the Minorities Declarations to be required from Latvia and Esthonia. 
The proposals made by the Council on this subject are in substantial accord 
with the suggestions made by the Joint Committee. 

The Committee resolved to leave the fina! approval of the Report in the 
hands of the Presidents and, subject to that approval, directed that the Keport, 
with an appendix of documents, should be printed and circulated among the 
members of the Parent Bodies. 

PERSECUTION OF JUDAISM IN Russi1A.—The correspondence on this subject 
which has passed between the Committee and the representatives of the Soviet 
Republic in London, and which has already been published in the Press, was 
considered by the Committee, and it was resolved that a statement should be 
propases and sent to the newspapers setting forth the text of the persecutin 
aws and decrees of which complaint had been made, and such facts in regari 
to their application as have come to the knowledge of the Committee. 


Approval of the Mandate. 


PALESTINE. -The Committee resolved by four votes to two that it should 
be a recommendation to the parent bodies to adopt the following resolution : 

That this Board (or Council) expresses its satisfaction at the ratification by 
the Council of the League of Nations of the British Mandate for Palestine and 
pledges itself to use its best endeavours to promote the policy of His Majesty’s 
Government in execution thereof. 


In regard to certain complaints which had reached the Committee to the 
effect that Jews had been dismissed from the Palestine Administration on the 
ground that they are Jews, a ietter was read from the Zionist Organisation 


stating that in the opinion of the Palestine Zionist Executive the allegations 
were inaccurate. 


THE JEWS IN VLADIVOSTOCK.—The Secretary reported that, at the request 
of the Zionist Organisation, he had called the attention of the Foreign Office 
to the danger of pogroms against the Jews in Viadivostock which had been 
reported from that city in connection with the disturbed political situation. In 
reply the eye of State informed Mr. Wolf “that a telegram has been 
despatched to His Majesty’s Consul at Viadivostock requesting him to take such 
steps as may be possible with the authorities on the spot to prevent sucha 
development.’’ It has since been reported in the Press that a force of British 
marinesand bluejackets has been landed at the port. 


The PRESIDENT said that, so far as the meeting of the League of 
Nations was concerned, both the Association and the Deputies were to be 
congratulated on the admirable way in which the interests of the com- 


munity had been represented by Mr. Wolf, and on the very substantial 
results achieved, From the brief summary contained in the report they 
could realise the very considerable successes which had attended Mr. 
Wolf's efforts. They were very grateful to him for what he had achieved. 
In regard to Hungary, solid and substantial improvement might be 
anticipated in the position of the Jew. From the full report and appendices, 
which would shortly be issued, they would bein a better position to realise 
the success attained. In regard to the correspondence with the Agent 
of the Soviet Republic a statement was being prepared setting forth the 
facts upon which that correspondence was based. The correspondence 
had been published with the full consent of the two Presidents, and when 
the Council received the full statement showing the grounds on which the 
original letter was written, they would be thoroughly satisfied that the 
terms of that letter had in no way been too strong. In regard to Pales- 
tine the object many of them had in view was to present a united front. 
In their private capacities they deplored the discussions and debates on 
various questions connected with the interpretation of the Balfour 
Declaration of Zionism which took place in certain quarters. A debate 
of that kind had been averted at the Deputies on the previous Sunday 
because of the lateness of the hour. With a view of showing that the 
Jews were in a measure of agreement on this question, the resolution 
referred to in the Report had been carried at the Joint Committee for

submission to the parent bodies. He hoped the resolution might be 
adopted without the expression of any divergent views. 
The report and the suggested resolution were unanimously adopted. 


Disposal of Kishineff Funds. 


Mr. Joseph Prag submitted a recommendation of the Executive 
Committee : 

That subject to the consent of the Charity Commissioners, if 
necessary, the Anglo-Jewish Association agrees to the transfer of the 
balance of the Kishineff fands (£4,944 14s., capital and accumulated 
income), with the exception of £1,000, to the Jewish War Victims’ 

. Relief Fand. 
He stated that Mr. Claude Montefiore, the surviving trustee for the Associa- 
tion, was opposed to the suggested transfer, and had tendered his 
resignation. They were bound to attach importance to Mr. Montefiore’s 
views, especially as he was Chairman of the War Victims’ Fand, which 
would benefit by the tranfer. The Executive Committee, however, felt that 
the need was so pressing in the very district for which the fund had been 
originally raised and so much good could be effected by the expenditure 
of this money at the present time, that the proposed step should, 
nevertheless, be taken. It was proposed to retain £1,000 for emergency 


ur 8. 

: Mr. ISAAC SELIGMAN strongly supported the recommendation. He 
said that he would go further and would be in favour of transferring the 
whole amount. 

Mr. H. 8. Q. HENRIQUES said that an overwhelming case had to be 
made out for the diversion of a Trust Fund. He thought such a case 
could be made out, but he desired to emphasise the fact that the need 
was so great that the use of this fund would in no way relieve the 
obligations of the charitable community. 

Mr. A. TARLO expressed surprise at the fact that this step had not 
been taken during the past four years in view of the great need of relief. 

Mr. HENRIQUES pointed out that the Fund existed for a specific 
purpose, and one bad to be very chary of abrogating a trust. 

The recommendation was approved, Mr. Montefiore’s resignation as 
Trustee was accepted, and the President and Mr. Harry R. Lewis were 


_ appointed Trustees of this and other funds held jointly with the Deputies. 


The Work of the Ica. 


The PRESIDENT made a lengthy statement on the current work of the 
Ica, of which the following is an abstract: 

In the Argentine special efforts were necessary on account of the 
harvest being generally unsatisfactory throughout the Association’s 
colonies. Nevertheless, the value of the land is increasing; thus in 
Moisesville the colonists’ land has increased by nearly 250 per cent. 
A special scheme for settling the newer immigrants on the land is in 
progress and the general situation may be considered satisfactory. In 
Brazil the situation remains normal. In Palestine the Ica bas taken an 
important share in the establishment of the Central Bank of Co-Operative 
Institutions which is now working. A candle factory has been established 
at Jaffa, and interest has been taken in the construction of a flour 
mill at Haifa. The Ica has participated in the company formed forthe 
production of salt at Athlit, and is making arrangements for the con- 
struction of houses in the new Colony of Tell Benjamin, between Zichron 
Jacob and Hederah. In Poland the Ica is co-operating with the Joint 
Distribution Committee in the development of loan banks and technical 
schools. Funds have been granted for the rebuilding of houses, and 
assistance bas been given to a farm school for girls at Stanislavov. In 
Rumania efforts are being made to re-establish Co-operative Loan 
Banks, and assistance has been given to the technical sehoo! for girls at 
Kisbineff. In Russia the Ica is renewing its assistance to the Jewish 
colonies. Important work in the organisation of emigration has been 
carried out, particularly in regard to the Argentine, an important Com- 
mittee having been established at Buenos Aires. The Ica has assisted in 
the relief of the Russian refugees in Constantinople. 


Miscellaneous. 
Mr. Cyril J. Goldsmid was co-opted a member of the Council. 


The following grants were renewed: £60 to the Beyrout Schools, 


£55 to the schools at Haifa, 2,000 francs to the Teheran School, and £28 to 
the Tetuan School. 


The Two Relief Funds. 


[From a Correspondent. | 

It is high time that the question of closer co-operation between the 
War Relief Fund and the Ukrainian Federation shou!d engage the serious 
attention of the Jewish public. It is becoming clearer every day that 
under the present system the object which both funds have in view 
suffers severely. The Jewish public, as has often been pointed out in 
your columns, is bemused by the appeais issued by two different bodies 
forthe same purpose. It is also realised that the lack of co-operation and 
co-ordination involves unnecessary expenses, Asa matter of fact, both 
bodies issued the same propaganda, thus spending energy and money at 
the expense of the Funds: It is felt that while both bodies can 
do useful work in different spheres, there should be a co-ordination 
in the work. Surprise is expressed that after some such arrangement 
was in existence for some time, and all appeals were signed by both 
committees, the arrangements have, for some reason or other, broken 
down. The public is anxious to know the cause of the breakdown and 
the return to the previous wasteful system, which is most detrimental to 
the collections, and which in the long run affects the unfortunate Jews 
who are eagerly waiting for the least assistance, Another serious evil is 
that the present system is responsible for al) sorts of ugly rumours. The 


sooner the public attends to the question, the better for those on whose 
behalf both Funds are engaged.

“Have Women Souls?” 


Woman and the Ten _Commandments. 


From Dr. Samuel Daiches. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


S1R,—On Monday night of last week, His Excellency the American 
Ambassador, Mr. George Harvey, gave an address to the Authors’ Club 
of London on the subject, “Have Women Souls?” From the report 
which was published in the Times of Tuesday, October 24th (p. 15), it 
appears that Mr. Harvey dealt chiefly Swith what may be termed 
archwological and exegetical questions of the Bible. I do not know 
whether the address was delivered in a humorous vein or whether it was 
intended as a serious contribution to Biblical interpretation. The report 


in the Times suggests serious treatment of the subject. If that is the 
case misunderstandings might follow. Words of an Ambassador, even 
on non-political subjects, carry great weight. I therefore regard it as my 
duty to make, in your columns, a few observations on the theories 
expounded by His Excellency and to show how untenable they are. 

I am not concerned here with the archaeological part of the lecture. 
To deal with that aspect of the address would require more space than I 
could ask you to give me. It is the paragraph in the report in the Times, 
headed “ The Commandments,” on which I feel bound to make a few 
comments. 

In that paragraph Mr. Harvey is reported to have said: “ We turn to 
the Commandments. There is no recognition in the Decalogue of the 
possession of souls or inherent rights by women. The Fourth Command- 
ment, providing for a proper yet practicable observance of the Sabbath, 
directs that ‘in it thou shalt not do any work, thou, 
nor thy son, nor thy daughter, thy man-servant, nor thy maid- 
servant, nor thy stranger that is within thy gates.’ All members 
of the household are comprised within the prohibition except 
one. ‘Nor thy wife,’ does not appear. Nature required that sustenance 
should be supplied to the human body even on the seventh day, and 
it had, of course, to be prepared and served by some person. The 
injunction against work being performed by any member of the house- 
hold except the wife leaves no room for doubt as to who that person was. 
None of the other Commandments, in which no distinction in respect to 
sex appears, such as ‘ Thou shalt not steal,’ applies to women, since none 
was addressed to them, but all were directed exclusively to the men.” 
Then Mr. Harvey suggests: “Either the Commandments should be 
revised to meet the requirements of modern conditions or a specific 
Decalogue, wholly distinct from that now restricted to observance by 
men, should be constructed for the exclusive guidance of women.” 

Now, does Mr. Harvey really think that the Ten Commandments are 
addressed “ exclusively to the men”? Not only “Thou shalt not steal,” 
but “Thou shalt not commit adultery,” or “Thou shalt not murder,” 
would not apply to women! Woman would then be outside the law, an 
outcast, her band against every one, and every one’s hand against her. 
The very contemplation of such a theory excludes its possibility. But 
let us consider a few passages in the Pentateuch which would show con- 
clusively how untenable such a view is. Leviticus ch. 20, v. 10, speaks 
of adultery, and it says: “Both the adulterer and the adulterers shal! 
surely be put to death.” Seealso vv. 11%. Compare Exodusch. 22, v. 14, 
with Leviticus ch. 18, v. 23, from which it is also clear that “ Whosoever 
lieth ” in the former verse also includes woman. See also Deuteronomy 
ch. 22, v. 22 (“They shall both of them die”). In Deuteronomy ch. 17, 
v. 2and v. 5,“ man or woman” ("UR ‘SN O'R) are mentioned, and in the 
other verses in the same passage (vv. 2—7) the masculine form is used in 
verb, noun, pronoun, and suffix. The same applies to Deuteronomy 
ch. 13, vv. 7-12. Both passages speak again~t idolatry. See also 
Deuteronomy ch. 29,and compare v. 10 and v. 17 with verses 18, 19, and 20. 

In the great cbarter of the inviolability of buman life (Genesis ch. 9, 
vv. 5.6) the word ‘‘ man” (O78) is used. “Man,” of course, means 
“man and woman”; see Genesis ch. 1, v. 27. The Commandments 
against adultery and murder and idolatry are therefore directed to 


- women just as much asto men. And so are the other Commandments. 


The observance of the Sabbath is, of course, enjoined on woman just as 
much as on man. The human being is addressed, man as well as woman. 
How absurd it would be to think that the maid-servant (also a woman !) 
would be prohibited to do any work on Sabbath, and the wife, the 
mistress of the house, would be required to “ prepare and serve” the 
necessary “sustenance’’! (The coveting of “ thy neighbour's wife” is 
specifically mentioned because it is the more common occurrence.) In 
the First Commandment “thee” in the words “who brought thee out 
of the land of Egypt,” surely refers both to man and woman. Then OP 
(the people) in Exodus, ch. 19, refers both to men and women. In Exodus, 
ch. 36, v. 6 “man and woman” are called OYM (the people). See also 
Exodus, ch. 35, vv. 21-29; also ch. 32, vv. 2-8. See also Exodus ch. 10, 
vv. 9, 10, 24, where the women are included in “we,” “us,” “you.” 
See also Exodus, ch. 11., vv. 2-3. And canit be said that woman is 
excluded from the Ten Commandments when the mother is expressly 
mentioned in the Fifth Commandmenv?: In Leviticus, ch. 19, v. 3, the 
motber even takes precedence. . 

It is clear beyond the shadow of a doubt that the Ten Commandments 
are addressed to man as wellasto woman. All fundamental laws in the 
Bible apply equally to man and woman. 

In the beginning of the paragraph Mr. Harvey says: “ Why, then, were 
the women of Israel held in a state of virtual bondage and treated as 
property even to the time of the captivity, only a few hundred years 
before Christ?’’ Where, I ask, is the evidence for this statement? 
Throughout the Bible woman is the helpmate of man. Genesis ch. 2 
expresses beautifully the oneness of husband and wife. Woman plays a 
great role in Genesis both as wife and mother (cf., e.g. ch. 18, vv. WO ff; 
ch. 21, v.1; ch. 31. vv. 4ff.). Amd who can think of Miriam, Deborah, 
Hannah, and Ruth, and not feel that the woman in Ancient Israel always 
occupied a high and honourable position? In ali that is essential in life 
man and woman are equals in the Bible. .Man and woman are strength 
and sweetness blended, Man and woman found Paradise, lost it, and 
found it again—in the home. “Have women souls?” Woman is “the 
mother of all living” ! 

It has become fashionable nowadays to indulge in a good deal of loose 
talk about the Bible, the foundation for which is not to be found in the 
Rible but in “learned” books about the Bible. But when a man in the 
position of Mr. Harvey speaks about the Bible he should make sure of 
the ground on which ke treads. I hope that His Excellency will give 
another lecture on the subject after carefully re-reading the Bible.

X. bas a theory that Jews are specially gifted with a sense of humour, 
and that only few Jews lack the sense. I remarked that the trend of 
Jewish history hardly made for gladness. That is the marvel, he replied. 
It seems as though out of age-long sufferings the Jew can seize upon 
the whimsicality of the moment. But for his sense of humour, which 
springs from his optimism, the Jew would have been overwhelmed long 
ago. I suggested that the sense of humour isa primary instinct of human 
nature. This my visitor admitted, but maintained that in the Jew the 
instinct is strongly marked. Jewish humour has a flavour of its own. 


To illustrate his point, he proceeded to relate yarn after yarn. I cannot 
possibly remember all of them; I only know that he kept us in fits of 
laughter as he told one after the other. Let me jot down a few for your 
benefit. 


Listen to this, he began; could anyone but a Jew have made 
the point ? 


An Irishman was pointing out to a Jew the antiquity of Irish culture. 
“ Why,” he said, ‘in making some excavations in Ireland, a coil of wire was 
discovered deep down in a hole in the earth. What does this show but that in 
primitive times telegraphy was already known in my country?” 

“©, that’s nothing!’’ replied the Jew. ‘ Some excavations were being 
made in Palestine, and deep down in the earth a hole was found with nothing 


in it. That proves clearly that in prehistoric times wireless must have been 
known in Palestine! "’ 


A reductio ad absurdum is common in Jewish jokes, X. went on, 
illustrating his point by the following stories : 


_ A Berlin Jew had occasion to stay some little time in a smal! Galician 
village on business. While there he ordered a pair of trousers from the local 
tailor. But the tailor took it easy, and the trousers were not ready before 
the commercial gentleman from Berlin had to leave. Four years later the 
Visitor again came to the village, and the tailor brought the trousers. ‘‘ This 
is a bit thick ’’ he exclaimed to the tailor. ‘ God Almighty made the world in 
six days and you require four years to make a pair of trousers!”’ The tailor

Much as the Jew has had to suffer at the hands of the anti-Semites his 
sense of humour has not been blunted. One of the bees in the bonnets of 
the anti-Semites is to make Jews of all unpopular characters. In 
England Ye Valera is said to be of Jewish origin; in Germany the anti- 
Semites ascribed the same honour to the late Lord Northcliffe, _ In France 
Daudet was written down a Jew, the allegation being that Dandet stands 
for Little David. A Jewish wag went one further. Ovid must also have 
been a Jew, for what is Ovid but Dovid with the first letter omitted ? 
Horace was likewise a Jew; did he not write “dicat frater Megille,” 
which, being interpreted, means “Let your brother read the Megilla” ? 
Moreover, chemistry must be the science of the Jews (probably the secret 
science, too), for its important elements are C for Carbon, O for Oxygen, 
H for Hydrogen, and N for Nitrogen, whereof the formula is Cohn. 

The baptised Jew has long been a standing joke in Jewry. When 
Michael Levy was about to be made into a Protestant, he asked that his 
baptismal name should be Martin Luther. The officiating clergyman 
hesitated somewhat; it did not seem meet to prostitute so famous a 
name in history. “But why do you specially desire to be called Martin 
Luther?” he asked the new convert. The answer was practical,

“Bat that can’t be. Just see here. I am twelve years old and am a 
Christian ; you are fifty and are yet a Christian ; but grandpa is already a Jew” 


FATHER Conressor: Solomon, what is this I see’ Only yesterday you 
became a Catholic, and to-day, in Lent, you are eating goose.” 

SOLOMON : Excuse me, your reverence, this is not goose, this is fish. 

FATHER CONFESSOR: Butsurely I can believe my own eyes. It is undoubtedly 


SoLomon: On my word it is fish. For see, yesterday you said to me: 
‘‘Solomon, up till now you have been a Jew, henceforth you will be a Catholic.” 
Very well. I said exactly the same thing to the bird. I said: “ Up till now you 
have been a goose, henceforth you will be a fish.” 


The type of Mistress Malaprop is met with among all peoples, and the 
Jews are no exception. With immigrants into the country it may be an 
incomplete comprehension of the English language, but quite generally 
it is often a deficiency of the sense-of style. X. told us the story of an 
East End Jew who went to a printer to order visiting cards. He was shown 
a number of samples, and among them, one that bore the legend “The 
Duke of X, Iona House, Hyde Park.” That caught his fancy, and he 
ordered one hundred to read as follows: “Abraham Jacobs, I own ten 
houses, Whitechapel.” Before we had recovered fcom the effect of this, 
he was ready with the next. A Jew from Stepney moved to Hampstead, 
and invited his friends to a house-warming party. “Tell me,” said one, 
“Why did you just choose ‘The Cloisters,’ as the name for your new 
house?” “ Well, you see,” the.answer came, “it is cloise to the station 
and cloise to the synagogue and cloise to the cinema!” One more of the 
same kind. An irate tradesman wrote to a customer in the following 
terms: “Dear Sir, Who promised to settle my account by the first of this 
month? You! Who has not kept his word? You! Whois a scoundrel? 
Yours truly, Ephraim Fine.” 

It is well-known that Jews in Eastern Europe have a weakness for 
obtaining medical advice from as many sources as they can, and as cheaply 
as they can. On this topic X. told us the following story: 


A Galician Jew came to Berlin to consult an eminent specialist. He was 
told that the fee for the first visit was 100 marks, and for each subsequent visit 
only 50. The patient, intent on spending as littie as possible, entered the 
consulting room jauntily with the remark, ** Here we are again, Doctor!’’ and 
put 50 marks on the tabie. The great man was unperturbed by this shameless 
attempt, and carefully examined his visitor—felt his pulse, looked at his 
tongue, sounded his heart, and so on; and then declared, ‘‘ You had better 
go on with the medicine I prescribed when you were here last!’ 


How the Jew accommodates himself to all conditions is illustrated 
by the following story : 

A Polish nobleman one day requested his Jewish steward to get for him 
a dachshund, and the steward promised to have it by the following morning. 
**How much do you intend spending?” he asked his master. ‘O, let us say, 
10 roubles,’’ the nobleman replied. ; 

“ That’s too little. You can’t expect me to provide a dachshund for that.” 

“ Very well, make it 20 roubles.”’ 

‘*Excuse me, your lordship! You will, of course, want a fine dachshund, 
one worthy of your establishment, and I think you'l! get nothing satisfactory 
under 50 roubles.”’ 

** Alright, I don’t mind. Make it 50. But don’t fail to get it by to-morrow.” 

‘*You may rely on me,” the Jew concluded. and as he was leaving the room 
he turned round to the noblemen with the words, “ Your excellency, what t a 
dachshund ?’’ 

These are but a few of the yarns X. told us, I marvelled at his 
retentive memory. He simply poured them out in quick succession. His 
repertoire consisted mainly of Jewish stories of what may be roughly 
termed Western Europe. I understand that the collection hailing from 
Eastern Europe is even funnier. It is a remarkable phenomenon, this 
Jewish sense of humour. One would have thought that Ghetto life in the 
Polish Pale or Galicia would have stifled all appreciation of the incon- 
gruities of life. Yet such was not the case. Yiddish literature is full of 
humour, all-comprehensive and clean. I wish some one would publish as 
complete a collection of Jewish humourous stories as possible. Througha 
people’s humour you can peep intoits soul and seeits attitude tolife. Thes 
Jewish attitude would be worth recording. Above all, its outstanding 
quality would be that it is essentially human.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 
THe Hon. EVELYN HUBBARD. 


HE discussion at the Deputies of British Jews on the 
question of Insurance business from Jews being turned 
down in certain quarters, suggested to us that it 
might be well to hear the views on the subject of an 

authority in Insurance, the Hon. Evelyn Hubbard. Mr. Hubbard is 
the Chairman of the Guardian Assurance Co, Ltd., and also of its 
daughter Company, the Guardian 
Eastern Insurance Co., Ltd. He has 
played an important part not only in 
business but also in public life. He 
was an Alderman of the London 
County Council from 1895 to 1898, and 
he sat in the House of Commons for 
Lambeth—Brixton Division, from 1896 
to 1900. Not the least important part 
of his career was his connection with 
the Bank of England, of which Mr. 
Hubbard was a Director for nineteen 
years, from 1890 to 1909. 

The youngest son of the first Baron 
Addington, Mr. Hubbard first came to 
the City as a Russia merchant, and 
we understand that for many years 
his firm had had business relations 
with Jewish merchants and retailers 
in Russia, where they were an 
important factor in the internal trade 
of that country. Mr. Hubbard himself formed the opinion that the 
main reason of the Russian prejudice against Jews was jealousy of 
their greater aciivity and superior business ability. 

“I found Mr. Hubbard,” writes our representative, “at his private 
office in St. Helen’s Place, and he was quite ready to discuss the question 
of insurance business coming from Jews. I mentioned to him the 
complaints that had been made at the Deputies that business from 
Jews was refused in certain quarters. He replied that so far as his com- 
panies were concerned, no differentiation whatever was made on the score 
of religion. Like all other companies, they naturally desire as much 
business as possible, but it must be of the right kind, They had only one 
set of premiums for all applicants, graduated of course in accordance with 
the nature of the risk, and if any business proposal was accepted the 
premium demanded was the uniform rate current for everybody.” 

How did the Guardian Eastern Company come to be started ? 

“ When the war ended it appeared to some of us, including some of 
my Jewish friends, that there was a likelihood of great economic develop-

Abraham the Father. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK: 


Specially written for the ‘ Jewish Chronicle.”’ 

“ Look unto Abraham your father, and Sarah that bore you,’ — 
Isaiah li., 1, 

The Jew, the Arabian, the Persian, and the Christian, all hold in 
sacred reverence the name of Abraham. It is more celebrated than any 
other in universal history. -We marvel at this, for Abraham was not 
a military hero; he was not the founder of cities, nor the king of an 
empire. Nor was he a great thinker or teacher in any particular sense of 
the term. Unlike Moses, or Confucius, or Zoroaster, or Buddha, he 
founded no system of religious belief, or philosophy, or worship. He was 
a wandering shepherd, a great chief of a wandering tribe, and nothing 
more than that. He was called by name, first, 4bram, *‘ Great Father ’’; 
and in later times 4draham, ‘‘ The Father of Multitudes,’’ on account of the 
promise that was made to him that his posterity should be as numerous as 
the stars of the heavens, or as the sands upon the sea-shore. He was 
“the father” pre-eminent; the founder of a nation without being, at the 
same time, a pretender to anything that he was not. He did not profess 
to be a god, ora demigod. He never moved out of the simple sphere of 
the shepherd life. But he is known universally as “the father.” His 
family ware idolaters. Legend says that Terah, his father, was a maker 
of idols. He was seventy years old when he heard that inward Voice, 
the call of God, commanding him to leave all his associates and associa- 
tions, and go forth, the great emigrant of antiquity. His first move was 
only a march of a day or two, from Ur westward to Haran. For five 
years he dwelt there, where his father died. Then the impulse returned, 
which was to him the voice of God calling him a second time; and he set 
his face westward. Is it not remarkable that all the great emigrations of 
antiquity were towards the west, as if men followed the sun? So Abrain 
set out with his small band, with the promise that he should havea 
great family ; prompted by a divine call. 

Whether in the dreams of sleep, whether in some appearance to the 
senses, or whether under the influence of vivid imagination so strong that 
his subjective state became objective—whether in one or the other of 
these ways this call of God was made to Abram—it is hard to determine. 
All that we know is ‘that he received spiritual impulse, knowledge, and 
strength which set him upon his journey. Entering the country of 
Canaan, he spread his tent under a tree. There, as shepherd, he lived 
for a brief period. Then, that his flocks might have the benefit of a larger 
pastorage, he moved south to Bethel. After,that he went to Mamré. 
While there, famine overtook him, and he descended into Egypt, the 
great granary of the East. Thence to Gerar, in the southern part of 
Palestine, and from Gerar to Bethel. It was here that the memorable 
discussion took place between the herdsmen of Abram and the herdsmen 
of Lot. The nobility of the patriarch is made manifest in the settlement 
of the contention that hadarisen. “Let there be no strife between us,” 
he says; “make your choice, you go your way, and I will make mine.” 
Lot chose the luxurious plains where Sodom and Gemorrah lay, while 
Abram kept to the hills. His rescue of Lot and his family from the 
invading forces of Chedarlaomer, the great king, is marked by striking 
incidents which again display the nobility of hischaracter. Subsequently 
Isaac is born, and Abram becomes known as the “ Father of Maltitudes.” 

What is the reason why Abraham became universally regarded as so 
great a man? One conspicuous reason is that he was the founder of a 
household and not of a kingdom. He was a great father and not a 
king. He was great in that the household was his sphere. It was 
transmitted from son to son, and from that day to this one of the dis. 
tinguishing characteristics of our people is that we have, maintained the 
household. The education of the children of the household is nowhere so 
general, and regarded as so sacred a duty, as among ourselves. We have 
inherited this fidelity in the culture of children from Abraham, of whom 
it is written: “For I have known him that he will command his children 
and his household after him to keep the way of the Lord.” To Abraham 
and his descendants the world is indebted for much of the dignity and 
blessedness of the household. Civilisation in its highest types is never 
found in any community where the ideal of the household is lost or has 
never been possessed. It lies at the root of every rightly-conceived 
commonwealth, and is its foundation. The influence of the father an‘ 
mother on the children is the beginning of prospuiity in national life. 
Abraham stood high in dignity and power, because he was the father of 
the household. 

Not only has he this claim, but he shows such dignity an! 
magnanimity of character in his transactions as to call forth from men 
like Abimelech the testimony, I perceive that God is with thee!” Any 
man whose nature is so large that others, looking upon him, see theforce 
and goodness of his being, any man who in the eyes of those round abou! 
him, is walking in the spirit and in the ‘communion of God, any max 
whose portfait is universally painted as that of a great nature—any suc! 
man, evenif we had as great instances of his courage, entexprise, and fa'« 
dealing throughout his whole history, might safely be presumed to be on° 
worthy of honour, of reverence. His personal purity and self-control, b's 
eminent sense of justice, fitted him to be the prototype of a great nation. 
His ability to conceive and choose for his own the idea of an invisible 
supreme God, and his establishing himself in a larger and truer Jife tha” 
others lived in his time, mark him out as one who deserved to be known — 
as he is known even to this day in all the Orient—as the “ Friend of God.” 

He founded a noble household, he established in the family am econoD)y 
of consecrated happiness. In the midst of idolatry, of gross superstitions 
of all that was low and debasing, Abraham showed himself tobe a father 
of justice, a believer in one God, @ belief which he transmitted to bis 
sons, and through them to posterity.

Rumours of Retirement Denied.

It now appears that the whole of this statement was a mere canirid. 
Lord Reading has suffered from a gastric attack, which fortunately was 
slight and temporary.

Jewish Deputies Disqualified. 


Anti-Semitic Minister. 


(From our Correspondent. KOVNO. 

Consternation has been caused here by the announcement that four 
of the six Jewish deputies elected to the Lithuanian Sejm have been 
disqualified on what is purely a technical quibble. It appears that 
on the initiative of the Christian Democratic and People’s Socialist 
parties, objections were raised against votes remaining over from the 
various constituencies, beyond those necessary to elect a deputy, being 
added together throughout the country to entitle the party in question to 
farther deputies, in accordance with the total number of votes—except 
in the case of the great parties. The great parties are, of course, those 
registering the protest. The effect of such a ruling would be to make 
their position one of indisputable supremacy, inasmuch as all the other 
parties, the Social Democrats, the Poles, Jews, Germans, Progressives 
and Communists, would lose a large proportion of their representation. 
The effect in the case of the Jews is to disqualify four out of the six 
candidates elected. The Chief Biection Commission has, ata very stormy 
meeting, adopted this decision. The parties effected have all decided 
to refuse to recognise the decision, and to insist on the number of deputies 
elected by their votes being recognised as entitled to seats in the Sejm. 
In some constituencies, objection has also been lodged by the Christian 
Democrats and the People’s Socialists against the Jewish parties’ //oc. 
It is urged that the bloc was formed after the day of nomination, and 
should therefore be regarded as inoperative. Unless the decision of the 
Election Commission is revoked, trade unions throughout the country 
threaten a general strike. In all, thirteen candidates of the Minority 
nationalities have been disqualified. It is said that the Jewish parties 
have decided that if the decision of the Election Commission is not 
revoked, none of the Jewish deputies will take their seats. A similar 
boycott is probable on the part of all the other parties affected. 

In connection with the agitation against the Jews caused by the 
depreciation of the Lithuanian currency, Mr. Petrulis, the Minister of 
Finance, who was visited by a deputation of Jewish merchants, adopted 
a very hostile attitude. He said that pogroms would probably occur, and 
that he would refuse his protection to the Jews. This statement was 
followed by the appearance of pogrom proclamations in many towns. 
Accordingly a deputation waited on the Premier, Mr. Galvanovsky, who 
assured Deputies Rosenbaum and Finkelstein that the Jewish population 
was in no danger, and that he would issue a proclamation with the 
object of dissipating anti-Jewish feeling. It is understood that Mr. 
Petrulis is to be called upon shortly to resign his post. 


Relief Committees Suppressed. 
Activities of the “ Idgeskom.” 


[From our Correspondent.) RIGA. 


The Ukrainian Ministry for Foreign Affairs has issued an order that 


all local relief committees representing foreign organisations which have 

not been legalised by the Soviet authorities are to be closed, so far as 

their independent activities are concerned, and their work is to be taken 

over by the [dgeskom, through which their activity for the future is to be 

conducted. Theorder —— be directed againstthe Landsmannschaften. 
(Continued on next colwmn,) 
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should be subject to no discrimination whatever on the ground of his 
religion or race.” 

I may take it then, that the Guardian Eastern would be pleased to 
have a large Jewish clientele? 

“Cortainly. The Company was founded with the intentlon of 
encouraging insurance business among Jews, both here and in the Near 
East. But, naturally, it is ready to consider all business proposals. It is 
as ready to consider proposals from Christians or Jews in this sountry as 
from Arabs or Jews in Palestine. Its only concern is whether the 
business proposed is sound.” 

I believe you visited Palestine a year or two ago. What impression 
did you form of the country ? 

“T have very interesting recollections of the Holy Land which I 
visited specially in the interests of the Guardian Eastern, three years 
ago, and I was very gladof the opportunity, though my stay there was all too 
short. But from what I saw, I am convinced that the country has 
considerable economic possibilities. I was very much impressed with 
Haifa, and when one day this port has an adequate harbour it may well 
become the great commercial port of the Near East. I was also much 
impressed by the fact that there are large tracts of land in Palestine— 
reserved formerly by the Turkish Government—waiting to be cultivated, 
and if only the Jewish immigrants into the country determine to make 
a success of the cultivation of this land to the same extent as they have 
succeeded in the existing Jewish Colonies, I believe they will be 
contributing in a very large measure towards making the New Palestine 
a flourishing country.” 


Its intention is to transform the //geskom into the chief, and in course of 
time the sole relief organisation in the Soviet countries. For some 
time the Idgeskom has been gradually taking over a considerable portion 
of the work of the Joint Distribution Committee and the O.R.T. The 
agitation against any but Soviet bodies conducting any kind of activity, 
relief or otherwise, is growing among the Communist party. 

At a three days’ conference of the Idgeskom, an expenditure of a 
million dollars was recommended for the coming year. Of this a small 
proportion, probably not more than ten per cent., will be raised locally. 
The main support will still be provided by the “Joint,” the O.R.T., and 
especially the Landsmannschaften. The Idgeskom will consecrate its 
activity in the direction of children’s aid and professional and technical 
education. An agricultural and industrial credit bank is to be opened. 
A proposal to widen the scope of the organisation so that it should 
ultimately become the basis of Jewish national proletarian autonomy 
was violently opposed. The conference approved in principle that the 
ldgeskom’s activity must be territorial and not national in character. 
Nevertheless it was agreed that the work should be conducted mostly in 
the thickly populated Jewish settlements. 

Ia Tiwrow, Podolia, two Jews named Schechter and Rener have been 
sentenced to twelve months’ compulsory labour for having appropriated 
for their private use relief consignments sent by the American 
Landmannscha/ft tor distribution among the population of the town. 

The cavalry regiment commanded by the famous Soviet General, 
Budenny, has decided to adopt a Jewish children’s home in Homel, 
which holds forty inmates. The regiment will provide the necessary 
provisions, clothing, etc., for the upkeep of the home. 

The Petrograd Institute for Advanced Jewish Culture recommenced 
its regular sessions recently. The Institution, which began to function 
last year, is a collegiate grade, and provides tuition free of charge to 
students from all parts of the Soviet Republics. The Faculty of the 
Institute counts among its members most of the prominent Jewish 
scholars of Russia, including Rabbi Eisenstadt, Chief Rabbi of Petrograd. 
All lectures are delivered in the evenings, but the Institute has no budget 
either for heating or for lighting. It is probable that illamination will 
have to be provided by candies, which will be furnished by the students 
themselves. 


Trial of Alleged Murderers. 
» Anti-Semitism at Krasni. 


|From our Correspondent. | WARSAW. 


Thc trial has been concluded at Lublin of Captain Czeslaw. Sadowski, 
Corporal Markewicz, and Private Schikora, charged with the murder, in 
June, 1919, of six Jewish girls. The girls had been arrested by the 
military guard while passing through the village of Zaicz, near Demblin. 
About midnight, Captain Sadowski ordered their release, but they were 
afraid to return home alone so late at night. Sadowski, accompanied 
by Markewicz and Schikora, undertook to conduct the girls home. From 
that moment, nothing more was seen of them until their bodies were 
washed up by the Weichse!. One girl had been strangled before being 
drowned, and another had been violated. The prisoners denied any 
connection with the crime, and claimed that they had accompanied the 
girls for some distance, after which they had proceeded to the port to 
examine a reported damage there. The Court found that there was no 
evidence directly to implicate the prisoners, who were accordingly 
acquitted. 

The military authorities at Krasni are retaliating upon the Jews for 
their protest to the Central Government in connection with the seizure 
of the synagogue. They have now occupied another synagogue, and are 
imposivg flaes on the Jewish leaders on all kinds of pretexts. 

The Provisional Jewish National Council in Poland is to be completely 
reconstructed after the genera! election. The Council will then consist 
of all Jewish Deputies and Senators, as well as all those candidates to the 
Sejm and Senate, who, although not elected, have polled not less than 
5,000 votes each. 

It will devolve upon the newly-elected Sejm and Senate, when they 
assemble after the election, to appoint the first President of the 
Polish Republic. Marshal Josef Piludski, the present head of the State, 
has not the official designation, as there is not yet a regular Parliament 
to appoint him. The re-election of the President is to be opposed by the 
parties of the Right and by the reactionary parties. The latter groupis still 
undecided as to its candidate. The choice lies between General Josef 
Haller and General Dowbor Muszaizki, both notorious anti-Semites.

Hans Sommer, Editor of the Voelkischer Beobachter, an anti-Jewish 
newspaper in Munich, stated ia a recent issue that the Central Union of 
German Citizens of the Jewish Faith was, during the war, in contact 
with the Alliance Isradélite Universelle, which was fighting against German 
interests, and therefore was guilty of high treason against Germany. Dr. 
Brodnitz, President of the Union, brought an action for libel against 
Sommer, who was ordered by the court to publish an unconditional with- 
drawal in his paper. The withdrawal, however, was couched in such 
ambiguous terms that the Union brought a fresh charge against Sommer, 
and he and his Assistant-Editor, Eckart, were fined 1,000 marks each. 
A splitin the German National Party is now believed to be imminent. 
The differences between the two sections of the party are due to the 
desire of the anti-Semitic section to commit the Party to a militant anti- 
Jewish policy, which is resisted by the more moderate section. One 
member of the extremist section, von Grafe-Goldebee, has been excluded 
from the Party becaused he refused to adhere to the decision prohibiting 
militant anti-Semitism. 

The students of the German Universities and Polytechnics are 
divided into two camps, the ‘‘ Vélkische” and the “ Kulturelle.” With 
the sole exception of the Freiburg University, where the “ Kulturelle” 
gained a victory at the recent elections, the “Voélkische,” that is 
those professing a militant patriotism which may be identified with 
anti-Semitism, have taken the lead in University life. The most provoca- 
tive attitude has been assumed by the students belonging to the Union 
called the “Hochschulring.” It is a remarkable feature of modern 
German life that the youths of the Universities sympathise with the most 
reactionary political movements. 

A number of members of a Scout Corpsin the suburb of Othmerschen, 
near Hamburg, have been arrested on suspicion of organising a pogrom 
movement against the Jewish residents. The corps, together with some 
of the local youths, went through the streets at night and marked the 
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houses inhabited by Jews with the sign of the swastika, also doing slight 
damage to various parts of the house-fronts. The authorities believe that 
this was an indication to persons taking part in a pogrom against the 
Jews of which houses were to be attacked. 


~The East Galician Rising. 
A Minorities’ Senate. 
[From our Correspondent. | VIENNA, 


The trouble which broke out recently in Eastern Galicia was due to 
an invasion by bands belonging to the forces of the Ataman Machno and 
the Ukrainian so-called “Death’s Head Brigade,” which, after the last 
insurrection in the Ukraine, had escaped to Russia. A number of Jews 
had their houses pillaged, but, on the whole, the Jewish population 
suffered very slightly. The whole rising was suppressed after only a few 
days’ existence. 

At a recent meeting in Budapest of the Council of the Union of 
League of Nations Societies, it was decided to demand the institution of 
a Senate, in conjunction with the Hague International Arbitration Court, 
to deal with the protection of minorities. It was pointed out that the 
problem of minorities in the whole world Jaffected 200,000,000 persons, of 
whom 20,000,000 resided in Europe. 

Two well-known Jews at Budapest, Messrs. Ehrlich and Zucker, have 
received expulsion orders. The efforts of Deputy Vaszonyi on their 
behalf have proved fruitless. The police are actively pursuing the policy 
of the expulsion of foreign Jews. 

In a speech to a delegation from the League of Nations, the Austrian 
President referred to the necessity of preserviug equality between all 
citizens of the country. The Socialist deputies have protested in the 
Austrian Diet against the refusal of ‘the authorities to admit Jewish 
candidates to the High Schools in provincial centres. The Democrats, 
Liberals, and Socialists in the Hungarian Parliament have. issued a 
manifesto, pledging themselves to work for the equality of all citizens 
without distinction of race or creed. 

Koloman Juhzsz has been sentenced to twelve years’ penal servitude 
for the murder of seven Jews in the course of the pogrom at Diszel three 
years ago. The other accused were released on account of the amnesty. 
In the course of the trial, which was held at Budapest, evidence was 
given of the appalling cruelties practised during the pogrom. 


The Hebrew Schools in Poland. 
Government Statement. 


The Warsaw J.(’. 2. has obtained an official statement from the Polish 
Government dealing with the subject of the Hebrew Schools in Poland. 

In the same way as all other schools, the Hebrew schools, says the 
statement, are being treated by the Government authorities in accordance 
with the provisions of the Polish Constitution and of the Versailles Treaty, 
and no other regulations are being enforcedagainstthem. Itis not true to 
say that the local authorities are doing anything to hinder the activities of 
the Hebrew schools, and the statistics which show a continual increase 
in their numbers are sufficient to dispose of any such allegations. In 
certain isolated cases, the authorities were compelled to refuse permits, 
on technical grounds, for such schools to be opened, and in four cases 
Hebrew schools already in existence have had to be closed. In all ‘these 
cases, however, such action was taken in the interests of the children. 
The educational authorities cannot permit schools to be established in 
buildings which are not sufficiently hygienic, and also cannot allow schools 
to operate in which the teachers do not possess the necessary pedagogic 
qualifications. 


Czecho-Slovakian Elections. 


Non-Representation of Jews. 
[From our Correspondent.) PRAGUE. 


The Executive of the Jewish People’s Union and the representatives 
of the United Jewish parties called on Mr. Kallay, the new Minister for 
Czecho-Slovakia, to ask him to introduce certain changes in the election 
law which would give the Jewish population an opportunity of representa- 
tion in Parliament. It was pointed out that at the last elections the Jews 
had polled over 85,000 votes, 45,000 of them in Czecho-Slovakia, but had 
not obtained a single seat in Parliament. It was urged that in future a 
party obtaining 50,000 votes throughout the Republic should obtain one 
seatin Parliament. The Minister promised that the anomaly of non- 
representation should not recur. 


The “ Joint's” Work in the Ukraine. 
Settling Jews on the Land. 


[From our Correspondent, | NEW YORK, 


Dr. Joseph A. Rosen, one of the leading agricultural scientists in the 
United States, is proceeding to the Ukraine shortiy, as the representative 
of the Joint Distribution Committee, with a plan for the settlement of 
55,000 Jewish families on the soil. The “Joint” has allocated 1,240,000 
dollars for the purpose, and the scheme has the approval of Mr. 
Rakowsky, the President of the Ukrainian Republic. Land in the 
Ukraine is free to anyone who will till it; animals, machinery, and 
knowledge are the prime needs. Of the 1,240,000 dollars placed at the 
disposal of Dr. Rosen for carrying out his project, he intends to use 
200,000 dollars to establish vocational training schools for the Jewish. 
youth of the Ukraine ; 250,000 dollars will go towards the founding of a 
credit bank for farmers. Tractors, agricultural implements, and seeds 
will be purchased jn the United States. Before returning to Europe, Dr. 
Rosen will confer with the officers of the Jewish Colonisation Association 
in Paris, who, he says, are prepared to make an appropriation equal to 
that of the “Joint” for the development of agriculture as a Jewish 
vocation in Russia. 

Mr. Louis Marshall, Chairman of the American Jewish Relief Com- 
mittee, has issued an appeal for assistance for the 20,000 Jews who have 
been rendered homeless by the sacking of Smyrna. “I am confident,” he 
says, “that the Jews of America, who last fall and winter pledged the 
unprecedented sum of over 14,000,000 dollars for war relief, will not 
relinquish their efforts on behalf of their unfortunate brethren.” 

The American Jewish Congress has been informed by the Hungarian 
Chargé d’ Affaires at Washington that the order of the Hungarian Govern- 
ment prohibiting the exchange of letters written in Hebrew characters 
bas been withdrawn. | 


The Smyrna Refugees. 


American Assistance. 


[From our Correspondent. SALONIKA. 


In consequence of the arrival of a considerable number of refugees 
from Smyrna, the Government has requisitioned all the communal schools 
for their shelter, with the result that 10,000 children are obliged to 
wander in the streets. The Chief Rabbi made representations to the 
authorities that at least three or four schools should be reserved for the 
Jewish children, but the Prefect replied that the synagogues must for 
the time being be employed as classrooms. This course has been adopted 
as a temporary expedient. 

On the initiative of Mr. Edward Valensi, representatives of a number 
of societies of the Sephardic Gelony of New York met here recently with 
the object of opening a campaign for 50,000 dollars for the poor of Smyrna. 
About 11,000 dollars were at once subscribed, 5,000 dollars of which were 
given by Mr. Leon Shenazi. The collection is continuing. On the 
proposal of Mr. Jacques Habib, it was decided to establish a permanent 
relief organisation to aid the Sephardim in the East as long as is necessary. 
which will bear the name of “The Sephardic Relief Committee.” The 
temporary name of the organisation is “The Emergency Committee for 
Relief to Smyrna.” A proposal on the part of the Near East Relief 
Committee to collaborate with the Sephardic Committee in its work is to 
be considered at the next meeting of the latter Committee. 


Students’ Anti-Semitism. 
University Rector Mobbed. 


[From our Correspondent. | LEMBERG. 


In consequence of the refusal of the Rector of Cracow University to 
permit the holding in the University of a meeting of students to protest 
against the recent decision to withdraw the application of the nwmerus 
clausus, @ large body of students stormed the building and created a 
serious disturbance. The Rector was surrounded by a number of the 
rioters and finally consented to allow the meeting to be held. 

When the meeting was held, over 4,000 students were present. A 
resolution was adopted demanding that the Senate of the University 
enforce the numerus claususe against Jewish stadents. A number of 
students who opposed the resolution were forcibly ejected. 


Strike of Jewish Teachers. 
[From our Correspondent. } BUDAPEST. 


The teachers employed in the school of the Jewish community in 
Budapest have been on strike for several days, demanding an increase in 
their salaries. The rate of pay per week was insufficient, in present 
circumstances, to keep them for more than two days. Consequently, 
the anti-Jewish and Socialist Press were continually attacking the Jewish 
community for employing teachers at so low a rate of pay. It was 
decided to increase the salaries by 100 per cent., and the parents of the 
pupils proposed to hand over the sum of 1,500,000 kronen for improving 
the economic position of the teachers. It is considered that this will 
be insufficient to bring teachers’ salaries up to their proper level; 
nevertheless, in order to avoid a scandal, they have returned to their 
duties after a strike of three days. 


Constantinople Jewry and the Turks. 


The Position in Smyrna. 
[From our Correspondent.) CONSTANTINOPLE. 


The Jewish Consistory, in the name of the Grand Assembly of 
Notables of Constantinople, has sent a telegram of congratulation to the 
Grand Assembly of Angora, and the Chief Rabbi of Turkey has 
telegraphed his thanks to Mustapha Kemal! for the protection and 
kindness afforded to the Jews of Anatolia at a time of great difficulty. 
This is the first occasion on whichthe Chief Rabbinate has come into 
official contact with the Government of Anatoiia. 

News from Smyrna indicates that the position there is less difficult. 
Our coreligionists are doing everything possible to find suitable lodging 
for the Jewish refugees from Anatolia, and the civil and military 
authorities lend every assistance in the work. 


New Jewish Relief Organisation. 
—- 
Supplies for the Ukraine. 


[From our Correspondent. | PARIS. 

A new Jewish organisation for the relief of the pogrom and war 
sufferers in Russia and the Ukraine will be established here snortly. 
Dr. Israel Lévi, Chief Rabbi of France, will beitshead. The organisation 
will be in touch with the French Red Cross Society, acting as inter- 
mediary between it and the Russian Jews, as the French Red Cross is 
unable to extend its relief work into Russia. 

A steamer, containing food, clothes, and medical appliances, to the 
value of 3,000,000 francs, has been sent by the Executive of the Jewish 
World Relief Conference, in conjunction with Dr. Nansen’s Committee, 
froma Dunkirk to Odessa. | 

Mr. Marcel Bernard has been appointed Prefect of the Department of 
Loir-et-Cher, at Blois. Mr. Bernard was Sub-Prefect of Pontoise 
during the war and was decorated for his services. 

Mr. Weill has been appointed Judge at the Madagascar Court of Appeal. 


Palestine Etrogim and Lulabim. 


New Departure in Winnipeg. 


[From a Correspondent.) WINNIPEG. 
A novel departure was seen on the occasion of the Feast of Succoth at 
the Shaarey Zedek Synagogue, in this city. The Minister, Rabbi 
Herbert J. Samuel, B.A., procured from the Holy Land a large supply of 
Etrogim and Lulabim, a set of which were sent to every home in the 
congregation. The Synagogue was crowded, and the worshippers most 
enthusiastic. In opposition to the usual impression that Palestine Etrogim

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are inferior, the fruit was found to be excellent. In inaugurating this 
new departure, Rabbi Samuel's object was to bring about something 
effecting an actual bond with Palestine. 

Last year the children of the Synagogue Class contributed a tithe of 
heir pocket-money to be devoted to Jewish objects.

charities. In these ways the Rabbi works for the establishment of a 
definite link between his congregation and the Land of Israel. 


. Jews and the Rand Strike. 


Allegations Rebutted. 


PRESS COMMITTEE'S DEMENTI. 


In connection with the rioting on the Rand in the early part of the 
year,-the Times correspondent wrote last March that “Russian Jews 


hardly able to speak a word of English were found in the ranks of the - 


Revolutionaries, and it is significant what a large percentage of aliens 
are included in the list of convictions for minor riot offences.” A categorical 
denial of this statement appeared in the Times of last Friday from the 
pen of Lord Rothschild, writing as Chairman of the Joint Press Committee 
of the Deputies and other bodies. 

We have had this statement investigated at Johannesburg (he said), and 
have learnt that among the large number of persons charged with high treason 
there were only two Jews, one of whom only was a foreigner. One of these 
persons was set free, as the Crown could not prove its case. he other has 
now been brought up for trial, but was discharged. Therefore, not a single 
Jew, foreign or otherwise, was convicted of any serious offence in connection 
with the disturbance. A few Jews were charged with minor offences under 


martial! law, such as being out after hours, but I think you will agree that this 7 


gives no justification for your correspondent’s sweeping allegations. 


The-O.Z.E. 
(From a Correspondent.) 


The letters 0. Z. E. might not suggest very much to English readers, 
but they are of great significance to millions of Jews in Kussia and the 
Ukraine. The “0. Z. E.,” as it is called for short, means the Society for 
Preserving the Health of the Jews, to give them medical and sanitary aid, 
and to render help to the poor Jewish children in famine-stricken regions 
n the Ukraine and in Russia. 

The above society is not a new organisation, it was formed in 1912 
with the object of improving the health of the Jewish population in general 
and Jewish children in particular in the then Pale. settlement. 
But during the war the scope of the organisation became enlarged, and 
its work proved most effective in more than one direction. It organised 
different kinds of medical and sanitary institutions, such as hospitals for 
indoor patients, for both epidemic and chronic diseases, sanatorinms for 
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consumptives, dispensaries, movable sanitary and anti-epidemic stations, 
medical and sanitary aid for refugees and deported Jews, feeding centres, 
canteens and receiving stations, disinfection establishments, etc. In al), 
over one hundred such institutions were established and maintained by 
the O.Z.E. with its branches in some twenty of the largest centres of 
Jewish population in Central Russia, White Russia, Lithuania, the 
Ukraine, and the Crimea. In addition, there were two hundred instity. 
tions for aid to children, including orphanages, milk depots, and medica) 
attendance. 

Needless to say that this organisation is called upon to play a most 
prominent and most urgent part at the present juncture, when part of 
Jewry is threatened with total extinction as a result of the horrible con. 
ditions in Russia and the Ukraine. The organisation is dependent mainly 
upon Western Jews for the fands necessary to carry on, and, if possible, 
to extend its activities. The 0.Z.E. has established outside branches in 
Lithuania, Poland, Germany, France, and England. But instead of 
independent collections, it is anxious to obtain grants from the 
I1.C.A., the Alliance Israélite, the Carlsbad Relief Executive, the 
Federation of Ukrainian Jews in London, and the Joint Distribution 
Committee, and has conducted negotiations for that purpose with 
sympathetic results, having already obtained grants from the Alliance 
and the Carlsbad Relief Executive. 

In this connection it is satisfactory to state that, thanks to the tireless 
efforts of Dr. Schwartzman, formerly President of the Jewish Community 
of Odessa, a number of leading Jewish medical men in London, including 
Drs. A. Gaster, Levy (scientist), L. Barnard, 8. Mandel, Lowberg, and 
J. Burnford, have recognised the urgency of the work done by the 0O.Z.E. 
organisation, and after having acquainted themselves with the proposals, 
have addressed a letter to the War Victims’ Fund, urging them to aid and 
promote the interests of the Soclety for Preserving the Health of the Jews. 


Jewish Students in Poland. 
“Numerus Clausus” Barred. 


The J.C.B. learns, from circles closely connected with the Ministry 
for Education, that all efforts being made in various parts of the Polish 
Republic to introduce the numerus clausus against Jewish students at the 
universities will be unavailing. The authorities consider that such a step 
would be a flagrant violation of the Polish constitution. It is pointed out 
that even in Lemberg, where the numerus claueus had been in operation 
for several years, it has now been abolished.

Jewish Judges Challenged. 


An Exchange message reports that a merchant named Goethe, of 
Halle, was charged before the High Court at Leipzig last week with 
haviog insulted members of the Berlin Government. At the opening of 
the session the defendant challenged the President of the Court and all 
his colleagues of Jewish extraction on the ground of their alleged prejudice. 
The defendant, who, at a public meeting, had said that the Government 
was only composed of peasants and usurers and that he would kill Ebert, 
Scheidemann, and Wirth, was sentenced to nine months’ imprisonment. 


Professor Gottheil’s Sixtieth Birthday. 
Public Celebration. 


Professor Dr. Richard Gottheil, the distinguished Orientalist, of 
Columbia University, has just celebrated his sixtieth birthday, and at 
the same time his completion of thirty-five years’ service as Professor at 
Columbia. Dr. Gottheil, who was born at Manchester, is a son of the 
late Rabbi Gustav Gottheil, of Temple Emanuel, New York. Prior to his 
American appointment, the late Rabbi Gottheil acted as Minister to the 
Manchester Reform Congregation. Dr. Richard Gottheil has resided in 
America since 1873. He has been a strong supporter of the Zionist Move. 
ment there, and in 1898 was elected President of the American Federa. 
tion. He isthe author of a number of learned works, and has written 
much on Zionism, his publications on this subject including “A History 
of the Movement.” On the occasion of the anniversary referred to, Dr. 
Gottheil was the guest of honour at a public dinner which was attende:! 
by several of the alumni of the University. 


Mr. Isaac Guggeaheim's Will. 


Large Fortune Left. 


The will of Mr. Isaac Guggenheim, who died suddenly at Southampton 
on October 10th, was admitted to probate in New York on Monday. He 
leaves an estate of the estimated value of £8,000,000, most of which is 
held in trust as residuary estate for Mrs. Guggenheim, the widow, and 
their three daughters. With the exception of two bequests, amounting 
to £7,000, the entire estate is distributed among members of the 
Guggenheim family. There is nothing for charity, but some pictures are 
bequeathed to the New York art museum. | 


Jewish War Victims. 
Urgent Need for Support. 


Yesterday’s issue of the. Jewish World was largely devoted in its 
advertisement pages, its pictures, and its letterpress, to the great 
urgency of the Fund for the Relief of the Jewish Victims of the War in 
Eastern Europe. 

It is impossible to exaggerate the appalling hardships and sufferings 
which are being borne by our unfortunate coreligionists in the war an 
famine areas. Many thousands of Jews, formerly in satisfactory if not 
prosperous circumstances, have now lost all they possessed, and are now 
faced with the prospect of slow starvation and sure death, unless their 
more fortunate brethren in other countries come speedily to their aid. 

Nevertheless, the results of the collection undertaken a month or 
two ago indicate that the seriousness of the situation has not yet been 
generally realised by British Jews. Particulars furnished by Mr. >.

£30,000 has so far been collected from the whole of the Jews of the 
British Empire.

later anti-Jewish feeling was again manifested when Mr. EF. §. Montagu 
was dismissed from office. (Cn this occasion even those who supported 
his policy hailed bis dismissal with delight. 

Anglo-Jewish interests will not be served by having a number of Jews 
in the House of Commons. In the past they have seldom redounded to 
the credit of the Jewish community, and in some instances they have 
proved a positive danger. I need only refer to the handle given to the 
anti-Semites by such incidents as the Marconi and Indian Silver scandals. 
{n any case, Jewish interests may safely be left in the hands of Gentile 
legislators. Only very rarely has the voice of the Jew been heard in 
Parliament when Jewish interests have been at stake, and in come 
instances Jewish members have been known to support anti-Jewish 
measures, 

Theory of “Internationai and Financial Jew ” is almost as insistent 
to-day as was the “Hep!” of the Middle Ages. Is that cry likely to be 
stilled when one of the new Pariiamentary candidates is intimately 
connected with a Zionist High Commissioner, an unpopular e«-Cabinet 
Minister. an M.P. who was heavily fined for voting illegally and who isa 
banker to boot? Will not the Maxses, Beilocs, and Sydenbhams seize upon 
this as a Jewish conspiracy, and as evidence of the Jewish banking power ”’

taken by three American physicians who ‘:ave just returned from 
Palestine, where they purchased a tract of land for the purpose on the 
Mount of Olives. ‘The plans for the erection of: the lirst set of permanent 
buildings have been completed, and the actual work of building, it is 
anno'inced, will begin as soon as the rainy season in Palestine is over, 
In addition, in order to start certain pressing wor: immediately, a build- 
ing bas been rented as teniporary «jvarters for a (choo) for research of 
tropical diseases and a micro-biological laboratory. 

‘The physicians who carried through this work in Palestine are Dr. 
Nathan Ratnoti, Dr. David J. Kaliski, and Dr. Samuy! J. Kopetzky, all of 
New York City. ‘they went to Palestine asa Comm ‘ysion appointed by 
the American Jewish Physicians’ Committee which, (1 co-operation with 
the Palestine oundation Fuad {Keren Hayesod), hav raised among the 
profession in America the sum of $500,000 for the purjjose of establishing 
the Medical Department of the Hebrew University.

MR. E. P. HEWITT, K.C., ON THE NATIONAL HOME. 


REPLY TO LORD SYDENHAM. 


In our issue of the 20th October, we reprinted a letter which had 
appeared in the Morning Post trom Mr. E. P. Hewitt, K.C., championing 
the Zionist policy of the British Government in the Land of Israel and 
defending the expressed hope of Jews for the creation of a Common- 
wealth in Palestine as Jewish as England is English. To that letter 
Lord Sydenham replied in the Morning Post as follows: 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ MORNING POST.’ 

Sin,—l am afraid that Mr. E. P. Hewitt has not informed himself as to the 
proceedings which led to the Balfour Declaration or the dangerous situation 
which has been createdin Palestine. It must be obviousthat ‘if Palestine were 
vacant’? the main objectious to a forcible colonisation by Jews would disappear. 
But this little country is not vacant, and about 92 per cent. of its rightful 
inhabitants, including old Jewish settlers where they have not been intimidated, 


strongly and rightly object to give up their mother country to promise 

aliens, some of whom have proved eminently undesirable. 
Mr. Hewitt declares that ‘‘a Jewish administration of Paiestive.” which 

has already been established, ‘‘ has been shown ”’ not to be inconsistent with the 


pledges of his Majesty’s Goverpament. On the contrary, no one has bien able to © 


reconcile these emphatic promises with the suceessful demand of a section of

1 say nethin, 
of the description of the Jewish settlers as “ promiscuous aliens.” | 
may observe, however, that the active opposition in this country to 
the Palestine policy has had the effect—no doubt, unintentional), -—- 
of encouraging Arab unrest. 

Lord Sydenham speaks of “ emphatic promises” to Arabs—whici. 
however. he does not specify. If reliance is placed upon the lette: 
of 1915 from Sir H. McMahon to the Sherif of Mecca, the commen’ 
arises that the letter was not sent to the Arabs of VPalcstine, and tin 
promise, if any. in such letter appears to have been conditional upon 
the Arabs revolting trom Turkey, and the Palestinian Arabs did not 
revolt, but remained passive. further, it is not probable that Lord 
Palfour wonld have issued bis very definite Deciaration if it were in 
direct conflict with an existing promise already to others. 

Lord Sydenham says that the Arabs ‘‘have been deprived of 
privileges which they enjoyed under Turkish rule and their taxatien 
has been heavily increased.’’ Taxation in Palestine—as in other 
couutrices—has been increased, no doubt, since the war. But one 
may reasonably ask what privileges the Arabs bave been deprived of, 
and whether—if there are any such--they have not been more than 
compensated by other privileges conferred. It may also be asked 
whether there is any privilege possessed by Jews which Arabs di vot 
also enjoy. The Arabs are not being driven out of their homes, | 
is their property being confiscated; but if the land is developed 
which the Arabs of themselves are unable to accomplish-—it is 
capable of containing far more than its present population. 

Lord Sydenham considers “the persecution of the Jews in the 
past or recently ’ irrelevant. But surely the fact that, subse:aently 
to their forcible dispersion, the Jews, for many hundreds of years, 
were cruelly persecuted, and even now -where not actually 
persecuted—are subject to a considerable amount of unjust, not to 
say foolish, contempt, should incline us to regard sympathetically the 
attempt by Jews to revive their nationhood in the land speciaily 
associated with their name. Whether the scheme should be carried 
out at this country’s expense is a different matter, upon which I have 
expressed no opinion. It may be hoped, however, that Palestine wil! 
become at an early date wholly self-supporting. 3 

Lord Sydenham refers to Gibbon for a deseription of massacres 
committed by Jews ‘in the daysof the Romans.” It is not necessary 
to ¢o back to the days of the Komans to read of extensive and oft. 
repeated massacres of Jews by those who were not Jews. Lord 
Sydenham evidently assumes Bolshevism to have been a Jewish 
movement—iguoring tho fact that the Jews’ love of family, love of 
race, and adherence to the rights of private property are absolutely 
foreign to the Communistic doctrines of the Bolsheviks. The asee: 
tion that ‘in Russia the Jews have been dominant for five years” i+ 
inconsistent with the fact that umder Bolshevism ‘hundreds of 
thousands of Jews have been murdered, and also with the fact that 
in Russia the Zionist Movement has been severely repressed. 
Bolshevism in Russia was, in fact, a German movement—the 
Germans using for their purpose any tools, including; when they 
could yet them, Russian Jews, and the more readily as, among av 
ignorant population, they were educated. 

I may observe, in conclusion, that Lord Sydenham makes 1» 
reference to our obligations under the Balfour Declaration; but it i- 
to be hoped that the base betrayal of the Loyalists in Ireland wil! no! 
be followed by breach of faith with the Jews in Palestine.

ANTI-ZIONIST DEMANDS. 

Mr. Mussolini, the leader of the Italian Fascisti, and now 
Prime Minister, publishes an article in his organ, lopole ¢« lfalia, 
on the subject of the Turkish victory over the Greeks, 
urging that this necessitates a complete revision of the Treaty of 
Sevres. He proposes that the Italian Government should submit the 
following programme to the Peace Conference at Lausanne: (1.) The 
annulment of the Treaty of Sevres and the Mandate operated under the 
Treaty; (2.) ‘Phe return to the Arabs in all the Arab countries of their 


complete liberty, so that they shail govern their countries according to 
their own inclinations, with complete right of self-determination. 


The Emir Abdullah. 
THE BOUNDARIES OF TRANSJORDANIA, 

Revter’s Agency states that Brigadier-Gieneral Sir Gilbert Clayton, 
representing the Colonial Office, bas been discussing fully with the mir 
Abdullah the various questions concerning Tranmsjordania, and daly 
reporting to the Secretary of State. One of the great points of 
consideration is the ratitication of the boundariesof Transjordania. The 
Emir himself is fully sympathetic towards Jewish aspirations, and is 
quite prepared to co-operate with the Jews, provided the latter are ready 


to recognise legitimate Arab claims in the territories in which the Jews 
bave plans for development. 


Poland and the National Home.

FOREIGN MINISTER ON THE MANDATE. 

Mr. Narutowsoz, the Polish Minister for Foreign Affairs, has made a 
statement in the Nowine Codzienni on the Polish attitude to the Palestine 
Mandate. It was in the interests of Jewry, he said, to secure the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish Home on the lines laid down by Lord Balfour. 
Poland was sympathetic to the idea, and intended very shortly to establish 
a Consulate in Jerusalem, the purpose of which would be to further 


trading relations between Palestine and l’oland, and to facilitate the entry 
and departure of Polish citizens. 


Colonel Wedgwood. 
RETURN TO ENGLAND. 


Colonel Wedgwood, D.S.0., has been compelled to interrupt his 
tour in America on behalf of the Keren Hayesod, in consequence of the 
dissolution of Parliament and the forthcoming election. Colonel Wedg- 
wood sailed from New York in the middle of last week, and is expected 
in England in the course of the next few days. 


The Future of Syria. 


GENERAL GOURAUD'S RETURN TO FRANCE. 


The news that General Gouraud, the High Commissioner for Syria. is 
returning to France is interpreted by the Arab press to mean his 
resignation from the post. It is said that General Gouraud is opposed to 
the policy of the French, who are alleged to contemplate the banding 
over of the whole of Northern Syria to the Turks. The prospect of 


havieg a Turkish province in Syria is causing intense excitement among 
the’Palestine Arabs. 


The Jewish World-Congress. 
NOT YET TO BE CONVENED. 


The Executive of the Zionist Organisation will not yet make the 
necessary preparations for the convening of a Jewish World-Congress. 
The Hxecutive does not regard the present as an opportune time for such 


a step. Dr. Soloveitchik is collecting the material which will be necessary 
for the Congress. 


To the Land of Israel. 
FEDERATION OF UKRAINIAN JEWS.TO ASSIST. 


At the last sitting of the Executive of the Federation of Ukrainian 
Jews in London, Mr. 8.. Chernowitz, Secretary of the National 
Council of Palestinian Jews (Vaad Leumi), made a report on the 
proposed activities of the Vaad Leumi among the Jewish immigrants to 
Palestine. This plan provides for legal and economic assistance to the 
immigrants arriving in Palestine, and involves a considerable expendi- 
ture: The Vaad Leumi appealed to various Jewish Kelief Organisations 
for subventions for this scheme, and succeeded in obtaining a subsidy 
from the Carlsbad Relief Executive to the amount of £1,200. It was 
decided to contribute £600 from the funds of the Ukrainian Federation 
towards the cost of the plans of the Vaad Leumi.—[(CoMMUNICATED. }

From Mr. Murray Rosenberg. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—On the wider question, “ M. M.'s” prose is even worse than his 
poetry. Like Col. J. H. Levey, he evidently looked for a shell, but your 
readers can confidently rely upon the testimony of the Rev. J. K. 
Goldbloom and Mr. Henry Lever that the kernel of Judaism and Jewish 
life, and a very large kernel, too, exists in Tel-Aviv. 


Where “M.M.” is utterly misleading is in the narrow view he takes 
of the wider question that no permanent place of worship has been 
erected in j:n years, omitting entirely to state that Tel Aviv, before and 
during the war, was but a township in embryo, that it suffered not only 
from the guns of the Allies, but from the exodus of a large number of its 
inhabitants on the approach of the British forces, and that only within 
the last three years has it begun to assume a permanent shape, with an 
abnormal increase of population and habitations, not the least potent 
factor being the influx of Jews from Jaffa during the past twelve months, 
in which the riots of May, 1921, played a not unimportant part. 

It is good to find that irreligion in Palestine has so moved “ M. M.,” 
but far from it being the throwing off of restraint it is but the continua- 
tion of the irreligion of the Diaspora, where so many of our synagogues 
are but hollow monuments on which are engraven forall to see the apathy 
and indifference of our generation, Let but sufficient attention be given 
to the schools in Eretz Yisrael, and the children of the mixed multitude 
now pouring into Palestine, bearing with them forms of our faith from 
every clime under the sun, will evolve a Judaism which will rekindle our 
spiritual and national life. 

To erris buman. To confess one’s error, superhuman. Yet surely to 
invoko the muse to stigmatise with “the accusing brand of Cain,” even 
for the sake of metre and rhyme, the vanguard of our people, who, at the 
risk of their very lives, are making smooth for us the rough places, and 
call it fair criticism, is—well—"“ hardly cricket. ’

Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue. 


RELIGION CLASSES FOR LAUDERDALE ROAD. 


A meeting of Yehidim of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue was 
held on Monday at the Vestry Room, Heneage Lane. Mr. E. A. Lindo 
presided. The meeting was convened to receive the report of a Com- 
mittee appointed to consider the question of religious education of the 
children of the congregation. 

The Committee expressed satisfaction at the religious instruction given at 
the ‘‘ Gates of Hope’ School and at the classes of the Sephardic Congregational 
Association held at the KRedman’s Road L.C.C. School. It suggested that the 
latter classes should receive an augmented congregational grant and that appli- 
cation be made to the Jewish Religious Education Board for asubvention. On 
the closing of the Thrawl Street Girls’ School the (ommittee suggested that 
part of the funds should be devoted to the support of these classes. The Com- 
mittee urged that steps be taken to establish classes in connection with the 
Lauderdale Koad Synagogue. In response to an enquiry twenty-six childreg 
had registered for attendance at such classes, if lermot. 

Mr. J. N. NABARRO, LL.B., in submitting the report, strongly urged 
that the present grant of £75 to the Congregational Classes should be at 


, least double. He thought that, although the number of children who had 


registered as prospective pupils of the Lauderdale Classes was small, the 


_mumber would be considerably increased once the classes were started. 


He saw no legal obstacle to the application of the funds of the Girls’ 
School to the support of the Congregational Classes. 

Mr. E. L. MOCATTA seconded the adoption of the report. 

Mrs. A. LINDO HENRY warmly supported the proposal to open classes 
at Lauderdale Road. She said that even though private tuition was 
provided, class teaching was something different and extremely valuable, 

Mr. A. MONTEFIORE urged that the question of the religious education 
of the children of the congregation should not turn merely on the question 
of finance. It was absolutely essential. — 

Mr, lL, DE CASSERES said that larger support should be given to the 
Congregational Association Classes which provided religious teaching 
for the children of parents unable to afford private tuition. 

Mr. RaAPHArtL LINDO urged that there should be a congregational 
tax for religious education. 


Mr. A. J. MENDOZA supported the plea for th | 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Elders had always been willing to 
extend support to the Classes, and if they had reduced the grant it was 
not because they did not believe in the work that was being done, but 
only on account of lack of funds. He was not in a position to say how the 
various trusts of the Thrawl Street School could be disposed of when the 
school closed down, but he was certain that the Elders would not forget 
the claims of the Classes, because they fully recognised the good work 
that was being done.

LECTURE BY PROFESSOR H. WILDON CARR. 


Under the auspices of the West End Jewish Literary Society, 
Professor H. Wildon Carr lectured on “Einstein” at the New West End 
Synagogue last Sunday. Mr. Israel Davis, M.A., presided. 

The CHAIRMAN apologised for his temerity in presiding over a lecture 
on a subject of which he knew so little. In expiation, however, he was 
able to present Professor Wildon Carr, who knew practically all there was 
to know on the subject. He (the lecturer) was a Professor of King’s 
College and of the University of London, and was an authority on 
Einstein, Bergson, and other exponents of the higher philosophy. They 
ought to make no difference between Jewish or Christian or Mohammedan 
philosophers on grounds of religion or race, but they could not help feeling 
an extra interest in Kinstein, because by descent and by persuasion he 
was a Jew, and was an ardent Zionist. After his visit to Japan, Professor 
Einstein was going to Palestine, in order to study the Zionist question on 
the spot. 

Professor WILDON CARR said that he must disclaim knowing every- 
thing about his subject. Einstein stood for something much more than a 
personality or an idea; he stood for a new principle--a new mode or way 
of thinking of the reality in the universe. The Newtonian theory ofthe 
universe was that it was a framework—an abso'ute extension of space, 
and that there was an absolute time, evenly flowing. This framework 
was filled with masses or bodies in movement, which movement was 
determined by. the attraction bodies had for one another. In that 
co: C>ption of the universe, one might imagine a movement much smaller 
than could possiby be perceived, but there must always be a background 
of time aud space against which that movement could be measured. 


Einstein'a view, however, was that there was no _ absolute 
space or time. Space and time were variable, and could 
change, according to what system they referred to. Further, 
he had formulated the seeming paradox that things might 


go on changing influitely, and yet not change at all. The lecturer illus. 
trated this by reference to ‘‘ Gulliver's Travels.”"’ If, when Gulliver went 
to Lilliput, where all men were tiny, be too had shrunk in size, the 
surprising part of the story would have been cancelled out: he might 
never have known the difference. Einstein said that that was what 
It was the essence of his theory that space and time 


System to another; but as all proportions altered, the change was not 
noticeable. There was no background of reality. Theiecturer proceeded 
to deal with the problems which had remained without a solution 
until the advent of Relativity. The restricted theory of Relativity, 
or special Relativity, had dealt mainly with the velocity of light. 
In generalised Relativity, Einstein said that his discovery could not 
apply to one thing only, but must apply to everything. He had there. 
fore turned his attention to the very puzzling law of gravitation. 
The generalised theory of. Kelativity was, then, that instead of 
bodies having the power of attraction, or of masses of matter being 
drawo by a power fn themselves, the lines they took in motion were 
caused by something in the space or in thetime. The thing he called 
“space-time,” in which gravitational phenomena took place, was a curved 
thing. Owing to this twist in it, it might be that lines going as straight 
as they could seembtd to be going on acurve. The way to explain the 
behaviour of things was to understand the field in which things moved. 
Einstein maintained that space was twisted, and that any line, if infinitely 
produced, would come back in a circle. Einstein's theory had been 
sabjected to three tests. The first was when he calculated the orbit of 
the planet Mercury, with complete success. The second was when, during 
the eclipse in May, 1919, he had correctly predicted the displacement of 
certain stars. The third, and recent, test was a very difficult one, and had 
not been completely successful. Nevertheless, that did not disprove the 
truth of Einstein's theory. Theessence of that theory was that there was 
no uuiverse, no absolute thing with which they could compare and measure. 
There was no time-unit or space-unit. But there were certain ratios 
between these coefficients, and those were the only objects which science 
could study. The philosopher Leibnitz had said in the seventeenth 
ceutury that the reality of the world was not due to any external stuff, 
but consisted in a harmony, and that was essentially what Einstein said, 

Professor CARR then replied to a number of questions. 

In moving a vote of thanks to the lecturer, Mr. IsRawn DAVIS said 
that a very abstruse subject had been made apparently simple. Never- 
theless, he thought that Professor Carr would agree that a complete 
explanation of the universe had not yet been furnished,

The aunual meeting of subscribers to the Jewish Soup Kitchen was 
held at the Kitchen on Tuesday.

Mr. Gustave Tuck, Treasurer, in proposing the adoption of the 
annual report and balance-sheet, said that last year, fortunately tor the 
community, the calls on the charity had been on a smaller scale than 
previously. Roughly there had been 55) per cent. less applicants than io 
the previous year. The expenditure amouuted to £1,6°4 against £2 in 
1920. They had commenced the previous season with a deficit of £147, 
whereas they had commenced the year under review with a balance of

relatively to the total cost, but, unfortunately, these could not be 
avoided. He emphasised the importance of the strict Investigation 
of cases, and urged that the number of distributions per week should be 
increased. On the Passover Relief Fund they had spent £474 against

gifs of 1,200\bs. of kasher margarine from Messrs. Van den Bergh. He 
commended the Fund to the support of the community.

Bible Story of Garden of Eden. 


BABYLONIAN TABLET FOUND. 


A Babylonian clay tablet, dating from 2100 B.C., which has been 
deciphered at the University of Peausyis inia by Professor Dr Edward 
Chiera, contains what is claimed to be theeoriginal source from which the 
Hebrews obtained the Bible story of the Gardenof Eden. The account is 
in the form of a dialogue between man and God, and seems to make Adam 
the victim of jealous deities and the expulsion from liden due to fear of 
his rivalling them in wisdom. There is no allusion to the serpent or Lve, 
and Dr. Chiera explains that the serpent, from the Babylonian standpoint, 
was the honest friend and counseilor of man, According to the best 
authorities, the Hebrew account of the Garden of Eden was written at 
some later date than 1000 BC. The tabiet deciphered is in the Sumerian 
language, and formerly belonged to the library of Nippur. The ancient 
Babylonian story was apparently overtaken by the Hebrews and adjusted 
to fit their monotheistic system. Dr. Chiera puts forward a long series 
of arguments go prove that the origiaal of the account in Genesis was 
Babylonian, and that while the Hebrews modified it, they retained many 
features in the Bible story which are inconsistent with Hebrew theology. 
‘Patches of the surface are missing from the tablet from which the 
translation was made, so that words, and even sentences, are missing, 
Literally translated under these difficulties, the dialogue seems to Dre 
Chiera to be interesting but a trifle incoherent, and provides a basis for 
considerable controversy between orthodox Christians and the exponent# 
of Babylonian culture,

Special Seat-Letting at Grimsby. 


From Mr. S. Sacks (J reasurer). 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


£in,—! crave a little space in your valuable journal to refute the 
allegations made by “J. IF.’ in your last week's issue with regard to the 
letting of seats at cur synagogue on High Festivals. 

Your correspondent draws largely upon his own imagination without 
ptating a single fact. 

As the Treasurer of Grimsby Hebrew Congregation I can state that 
whereas the seat-rental contributed by regular members is about £350 
per annum, the item of casual seat-rent charged to non-members is 
only £34. The charges made were from 5s. to one guinea, no higher. 
Your readers will, therefore, draw their own conclusions as to the 
allegations made by “J.F.” that exorbitant, fancy prices were extorted 
from visitors at our synagogue on Rosh Hashanaand Yom Kipour. Your 
contributor’s further charge that the Wardens only give consideration to 
those who can afford to pay fancy prices, and care very littie for tue 
regular attendants, is absurd on the face of it. As I have shown, our 
congregation depends for its income on regular members. The amount 
derived from visitors is very negligible, and it goes without saying that 
members have their regular seats and ,;require little consideration from 
the Wardens. 

_ “Ample provision is made by the Council of the synagogue for non- 
members at very moderate prices, from 5s to 21s.: bot they are, of 
course, unable to find seating accommodation for ‘‘ stragglers” who are 
unwilling to notify their intention of attending, and evidently begrudge 
a few shillings towards the upkeep of the community. 

_. Your article in your issue of October 6th is undoubtedly timely, and 
admirable when applied to large centres of Jews in this country, but bas, 
1 respectfully submit, very littie bearing upon the conditions obtaining in 
Grimsby. Small attendances at Sabbath services are an evil prevalent 
in many congregations, and it is not necexsary for me to dilate upon 
it. I desire, however, to say that our community, generally speaking, 
will compare favourably with many a | rovincial congregation of the same 
size. Regular services are held daily, morning and night, at the Beth 
Hamedrash, and on Sabbaths and festivals at the synagogue: and it is 
up to the members, and other Jews residing here, to attend them, and 
thus to contribute to their success.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sik,—Your decision with regard to the Vilna Troupe cinnot remain 
unchallenged. It is undoubtedly prompted by a creditable impulse, 
But, in my view, it was a prodigious mistake which. if persisted in and 
carried to its logical conclusion, will do more harm than good to the 
object you have at heart. Your decision occurs to me as unfair to the 
artists, as well as to your readers. It is unfair to the artists, 
because you have created the impression that these men and women 
of remarkable talent have made an onslavght on the Jewish religion 
by giving performances in the Kingsway Theatre on the Sabbath, and 
that they are the first to embark upon such an innovation. This, ak you 


are aware, is an erroneous impression, for perform nces are given on the 
Sabbath in every Jewish centre, including London. You have recorde: 
the performances, presented the photographs, of all the leading “ stars ” 
of the Jewish stage, and all of them have given performances on the 
Sabbath. Why, then, place a ban upon the Vilna Troupe? Is it because 
they happen to be greater artiste ? 

Your action, I submit, is unfair to your readers, because you take it 
upon yourse'f to decide for them what constitutes the breaking, or, a8 you 
call it, the ignoring, of the Sabbath If the Jewish Chronicle were an organ 
of ecclesiastical authorities, and guided mainly by the Shulchan Aruc/: 
your attitude, if not correct—beca use a journal must record fucts, whatever 
its views upon them —would at least be Jogical. But the Jrwish Chronicie 
provides a _ record of general Jewish thoughts, aspirations, and 
activities. Where then is the justice of withholding information about the 
Jewish Art Theatre? You give prominence to the “ religious” ac'ivities 
of a certain smal! section, Whom the bulk of Jewry regard as undermining 
Juda'am. You do vot boycott in your columns the doings or omissions 
of congreg vtloas, whose action or inaction abo ishes, in the opinion of 
many, the vital foundation of Judaism. 

You are justified in doing so. You cannot do otherwise. Why, 
then, this strang» attitude towards Jewish artists, who interpret 
and enlighten Jewish life and thought? Are kvsher restaurants to 
be ruled out of the advertisements of the Jewish Chronicle because they 
are open on Sabbath? Are you going to ignore all the leading Jews of 
the community on the ground thet they do certain things on the Sabbath 
which, acc -rding to the Shulchan A uch, are prohibited? You will say 
they do so as individuals, Tne Vilna Troupe is not subsidised by public 
funds. itis a private undertaking.

The Compaoy in question appealed to the public ag 
essentially the @xponents of Jewish Art, a Jewish Comp by, 
and as such it should have consulted not awne Jewish 
sentiment but the obligations of the Jewish Faith. No argument, 
it seems to us, can’ get over the fact that a performacce of 
the kind is a breach of the Sabbath; nor do we think that any Jew 
would care to assert that attendance at a theatre aud the witnessing 
of what is advertised as a Jewish stage production, is a fitting 
way to spend the Sabbath Day. The test can be put simply: Would 
pot our correspontent have been indignant had he seen the Chief 
Rabbi. or any of bur Rabbis, or Ministers present in the audience? 
D ubsless, he would; aadin Judaism there is notone Sabbath law for 
the Rabbi or Minister and another for the public. We note that the 
Company did no! ignore the Sabbath when performing in Antwerp 
and Amsterdam. Why are they not equally observant in 
London ?—EbD.

Toe Citthi said thas siace his retura from his world tour he 
had come to the conclusion that if wasa task of equal importance to pay 
pritoral visits to the coagregstiois in London itself, and especiaily 
to the suburban synagovues, which had some peculiar problems and 


great difficulties, that were greater than the problems and difficulties 


that metropolitan congregations had to face and overcome. ‘They 
seemed to have the drawbicks of the wetropolitan congregations 
and of the provincial congregations, and very few of their advantages. 
Walthamstow was one of the oidest sulbirban congregations—he had 
been told that it nad b»en in existence for twenty-two years. They need 
not complain of the progress they hal mide with their house of worship 
and classrooms. If the spirié of enthudiasm that animated the men 
and womeca with whom the leadership of that congregation 
was entrasted continued, he had every reason to believe that it would 
go from strength to strength aud bscome a coustitbuent synagogue 
of the Uaited Syaagog::. He was anxious to say a few words to the 
fathers and mothers, the men an@ women of the Walthamstow congrega. 
tioa, which should strengthen thair Judaism and streagthan them in the 
resolve to be Jews and remain Jews, and to hand down the truths and 
teachings and the spiritual wonders of Judaism to their children. He 
would like to strengthen them in regard to the Torah, in regard to their 
biddish ket, their actual observance of their Judaism. He compared the 
Jewish people with Holland, where dykes had been constructed to keep 
out the ocean. The Jewish people had to keep out the ocean of 
heathenism,. aati-Semitism, and natrod. Car rabbis had built dykes 
which were called Mi/z: o/h, aud whica kept out the waters ol materialism, 
unbelief, and /‘sis, and made us aa indestructible and holy people. 
W aenever a Jewisa father or m other forgot to keep one of the Mitenoth,a 
dyke was cut, the waters of assimilation were invited to enter, and that 
family would disappoar from Judaism. In addition to the Torah, he-was 
anxious that they should b> strengthenedin good deeds. Judaism did not 
value religion which was merely religion, and which did not translate 
itse!f into action—into help aid brotherhood and love. In the Ukraine 
huadreds of their brethren had been murdered, and hundreds of 
thousands were doom+sd > die a most agonising death from 
famine. Not every Jew had responded to the call from the 
U«raine as he should have respoaded. Dr. Hertz appealed for farther 
contribations. The contributions of the c>lonies, he said, had been 
wonterfui, and what the colonies had done, good old England 


could have done. The mission of a school for religious instruction 
should be to impress upon each Jew and Jewess that each 
individual momber of our community had it ia his power to produce 


either a Chillul Hashem or a Kidiush Hashem. There was a class of 
Jews which might b» catled temp ral Jews—Jews pro ten:.—but they of 
that congregation were not satisfied to b> temporal Jews. They wanted 


to coutinue to be children of Abraham, and God would crown their efforts 


with success. Tae Chief Rabbi thea addressed the children.

It was decided not to appoint at present a successor to tho late 
Prosident. It was stated that the Jews’ College Syllabus had been dis- 
tributed, and that assistauce had been given to the eat«blishment of a 
local centre for Jews’ College Teachers’ Examination. It was decided: 

(a) To form at once continuation classes for children above the age of 
fourteen. years; ()) to establish classes for teachers; (c) to arrange Jewish 
lectures of University standard 

A deputation from the local Branch of the Sinai League attended in 
connection with the formation of continuation classes on their premises. 
It was resolved, on the motion of Me. J. JACOBS: 

That the Board approve of the recommendation of the Executive to 
establish Hebrew continuation classes in connection with the Sinai League, 
and that the scheme submitted by the Executive be adopted. 

That teachers’ classes be formed for the purpose of giving Hebrew instruc- 
tion to teachers and to aby others intending to become teachers. 

The following were appointed on the panel of examinors : —Rabbis 
Dr. B. Salomon, Il. J. Yeffey, H. Levin, and J. Shachter, the Revs. 
B. Pereira-Mendoza, B.A., J. Rabbinowitz, B.A., and I, W. Slotki, M.A. 


Jewish Hospital. 


The monthly meetings of the Board, House, and Finance Committees 
were presided over by Mr. KR. Barrow-Sicree. An abstract of the daily 
register of in-patients showed the following results: 

Patients in Hospital Ist September: 28 admitted during the month, 
me tical 1’, surgical 69, total number under treatment 105; of these were 
discharged cured 38, relieved 16, on other grounds 21. Patients in Hospital 
September 60th, 30. The operations performed in the theatre numbered 42, and 
‘o the out-patient department 51. The total number of attendances in the 
accident and out-patient departments were 2,690 ‘The work done in the X-Ray 
department showed that 25 Radiographic prints were taken, and 12 treatments 
vive. An ophthalmic department bas been opened, the honorary surgeon-in- 
charge being Dr. Cyril Jacobs. 

The loss on the working of the Hospital for September was £150. 
Several letters were read from Jews and non-Jews expressing practicai 
appreciation for the beuefits received in the Hospital.

The Herzl-Moser Hospital. 


A meeting was held at the Hospital last week. Mr. R. Camrass, who 
presided, referred to the serious financial position. It was lamentable 
that the moral as well as flaancial support which the hospital was 
receiving from the community was so totally inadequate. One noticed 
with surprise that a large number of local Jews did not contribute 
at all to its upkeop. Daring the past year the Hospital had 
lost the financial support of one of its principal and most widely esteemed 
members, and it would be a most uphill task to find ways and 
for making good that deficiency. There was no doubt at ail about 
the usefulness and popularity of the Hospital. The number of both 
in-patients and out-p-ticats had increased considerably during the past 
twoyveors. Of the 234 patients admitted during that period, 84 were men, 
182 women, and 18 children. He emphasised that the demand for beds was 
in cxcoss of the number available, and thus the Board frequently had the 
unpleasant necessity of refasing admission to deserving cases. The Hon. 
Medica! Staff, including Dr. M. Umansky, the Medical Superintendent, were 
doing their duties admirably. The Hospital would very shortly be moving 
into its new premises, the upkeep of which wonld make additional 
Jnroads upon the present expenditure. They could only contiane 
working ou condition that the Jewish community generally realised their 
obligations. ‘hei: Secretary, Mr. M. Levy, had prepared lists of streets 
in the city where each member of the committee might do some active 
canvassiog for subscribers and donors. 


Jewish Distress Fund. 


Mr. J. Cohen presided at a meeting held Iast Monday. It was 
unanimously decided that au entertatament in aid of the funds be held 
shortly at the Tower Cinema. The Treasurer, Mr. L. Gottliffe, madea 
statement as to the amounts raised at the various synagogues during the 
Holy Days-in response t» the appeal for the relief of war victims. He 
pointed out how necessary it was that members of the committee should 
do their best in collecting the outstanding donations, particularly in view 
of the fact that the L°eds lists would shortly be published in the columns 
of tho Jewish Chronicle, Mr. Gotliffe protested against the action of the 
Executive of the Psalms of David Synagogue (Chevra Tchillim) in refusing 
to allow a pulpit appeal for the Ukrainian Jews on the Day cf Atonement. 


Board of Guardians. 


Last week a moeting of the Industrial Committee was held at 15, 
Belgrave Street. Mr. bk. Hurwitz, who presided, complained of the lack 
of interest shown in the sub-committee by its membors. This was 
particularly regrettabic. seeing that the objects of tho Committee were 
to minimise the number of applications for the Board's charity. A 
discussion ensued on the possibilities of finding situations for severai of 
the Jewish unemployed among Jewish employers of labour in the city. 


Louis Sireet Synagogue. 


There was a large attendance at the synagogue on Sabbath morning 
last, when the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A., occupied the pulpit. It was 
remarked that it would be a step in the right direction if an arrangement 
could be come to between the Executives of the Great Synagogue and the 
Louis Street Synagogue, whereby the services cf Dr. Abelson as 
occasional preacher could be utilised. Itis felt that co-operation between 
the two bodies would further the religious interests of both congregations 
considerably. 


Jewish Firm's Charity Fund.

Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches has written a reply to the articles, contri 
buted by Professor Sarolea, on *‘ The Jews in Poland and Lithuania’ to 
The Scoteaman. After expressing disappointment at the great injustice 
done to the Jews in the articles, Dr. Daiches sail that he could not 
attempt to deal with all the points raised by Professor Saroiea 
in his endeavour to defend the hostile attitude of cflicial circies in 
Poland towardsits Jewish citizens. His description of the Polish Jows as 
being indescribably filthy and afflicted with skin di:+ase involve another 
crying injustice to the Jewish citizens of Poland. ‘Ihe Polish Jew had a 
ritual bath every morning, and would never offer up his prayers upbless 
he had made sure that his whole body was spotiessly clean. lloweve: 
shabby ard ragged the Jew's clothes were, as the result of his poverty, 
a cleaner and healthier body could not be found among any race of wen. 
The gloomy view which Professor Sarolea took of the future of the Jew 
was evidentiy based on inadequate understanding of the Jewish soul, on 
an imperfect realisation of the cause of the Jew’'s vilelity and his survival 
up to this day, on a lack of appreciation of the hopes and ambitions, 
strivings and aspirations of the Jewish people a* 4% civilising and 
humanising factor among the nations of the world. Whatever attitude 
the Poles might take up against the Jew, however many attempts might 
be made to create prejudice and hatred against him, the Jew would survive. 
Professor Sarolea’s contention that the adherence to the Zionist Move. 
ment on the part of the Polish Jews was a cause of the conflict between 
Polish and Jewish aspirations and between Polish and Jewish patriotism 
was, said Dr. Daiches, utterly unjustified and absurd.

The Evangelisation of Jews. 


“A HEBREW-CHARISTIAN CHURCH.” 


The deteat (by one vote) of the motion by Mr. M. J. Landa, at a 
meeting of the Deputies, for a Committee to deal with Conversionists, 
draws attention to the crowing activity inthis connection in London. At 
a conference held for the suuport of a movement for the formation of an 
autosephalous Hebrew Christian Church in the East End, the Bishop of 
Stepney, who presided, declared that from his knowledge of the East ol! 
London, he was able to say that not until there was a body of Hebrew 
Christians with theirown rites in their own language would there be much 
progress in the evangelisation of the Jews. In giving the history of the 
movement at the Conference, it was stated that about a year ago a com- 
pany of Hebrew and Gentile Christians were invited to a Sabbath meal 
by Mrs. A. E. Soman. 

On that occasion (savs the report) the Rev. Paul Levertoff, a man of wide 
learning, was given a commission to lay the foundations ofa Hebrew Charch oy 
preparing a Liturgy in the Hebrew tongue. The Society of the Faith appointe 
a Committee, with Cannon Box as chairman, to undertake necessary work of 
literary research. On the Gentile side, as it were, a certain amount of literary 
and historical work has been done, and the time has now come when the smai! 
group interested in the movement feel that an autocephalous Hebrew Church 
can be organised on the line: of the autocephalous Churches of the Bast. By 
this means itis hoped that many of the difficulties which a Jew feels about 
Christianity will be disposed of. So many at present feel that they can only 
become Christians by giving up their own people and becoming apostates. Mr. 
Levertoff witnessed 1» the desire of Jews in many parts of the world for such 4 
Church, in which they could worship as Jewish Christians and retain some © 
their beautiful Scriptural rites, which Jews have used for many centuries, aud 
Which are in no way incompatible with Christianity.
